The sonorousness of 
his voice, combined with a superb physique, 
makes his interpretation a standard one. Ma- 
jestiv, satirical, and repellent in turn, he per- 
meates the scene and causes forgetfulness of 
surroundings or other claim upon attention. 
In thé recent history of opera theré has likely 
been but one who could approach him, and 
that one was Scaria. 

Mme. Scalchi has the old-time fervor, but 
not the old-time quality of voice, though, 
even granting that it would be difficult to 
find her compeer in the réle which she under- 
took last night. 

Mile, Bauermeister is evidently conscien- 
tious, but she aggravates tradition in the 
mincing gait and airs of Marta until the part 
parfakes too strongly of the nature of bur- 
lesfue to be acceptable and'a false note is 
struck. This contrast became the stronger

Work of the Orchestra Not Satisfactory. 


The work of the orchestra was not satisfac- 
tory. At the outset there was notable lack of 
response and a lamentable sluggishness. As 
the performance progressed this in a meas- 
ure disappeared, but not sufficiently to allow 
of unmitigated pleasure. A closer knowledge 
of Sig. Mancinelli’s methods on the part 
of the orchestra doubtless will bring 
about other results. In care and thorough 
knowledge of the singers and their demands, 
Sig. Mancinelli evinced a high degree of in-

WITH THE PORTUGUESE. 


The Insurgent Leader, Seeing His Cause 
Ie Gone, Attempts to Make Terms 
with Peixoto, Offering to Surrender to 
the Established Government if He and 
His Followers Are Granted Amnesty= 
Admiral Benham Believed to Have 
Had Good Influence,

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have swindled fire insurance companies out of 
more than $60,000. 

-These arrests are the culmination of nearly 
two years’ work. This gang, it is charged, 
has operated over the entire country and the 
full amount of their gains is not yet recorded. 
One fire in Fort Worth, Tex.. cost the insur- 
ance companies $18,000. The paid out $21.- 
000 for another in Kansas City. A blaze at 
No. 265 Franklin street in this city was set- 
tled for at the rate of $14,000, and the com- 
panies only got out of a $20,000 loss at Abi- 
lene, Kas., by fighting the claim. 

The method was beautifully simple. Mem- 
bers of the gang, it is alleged, rented a store, 
put in a cheap stock, fixell its bodks, insured 
the stock for three times its value, and then 
hada tire. So artistically was the thing done 
that, although the companies suspected 
crooked work, they were unable to lay hold 
ofanything to fight on, The fires left no 
trace. There was no cutting into walls to ex- 
pose the lathwork, no scattering of kerosene, 
or oil-soaked excelsior. After a fire nota 
trace could be found of its origin. A whirl- 
wind of flame would swoep though the place, 
and when it disappeared so had the stock. 
Then the fire insurance companies paid the 
loss and did their own thinking. 

This desirable result, it is charged, was 
produced by the use of papier-maché bombs, 
provided with time fuses and filled with in- 
flammable liquid. When one of these ex- 


| ploded its contents were scattered ail over

He requested an asylum on board the Port- 
uguese man-of-war Mindello, which is in the 
harbor. The Portuguese commander received 
him, and the rebel Admiral is now on board 
that vessel. After getting on board he modi- 
fied his terms and asked that himself and his 
officers be permitted to leave the country and 
that the lives of the privates be spared. Noth- 
ing has been heard of Admiral Mello, with 
the Aquidaban and Republica, since _he suc- 
‘cessfolly fart past’the forts. I: is thought he 
is now in the south, probably off Santa Cath- 
arina or Paranagua. 

The circumstances which led to Admiral da 
Gama’s offer to surrender were no doubt the 
preparations fora decisive fight-which had 
been made by President Peixoto. President 
Peixoto had issued an official decree announc- 
ing that at noon tomorrow all the govern- 
ment batteries _would open fire on the rebel 
ships in the bay as wellas upon Fort Ville- 
gaignon and Cobras Island. Warning had 
been given to the citizensto leave the city 
and seek shelter outside the range of the rebel 
guns. 

With the Republica and Aquidaban some- 
where out at sea and the loyal navy guarding 
the entrance to the harbor to prevent their 
return or the escape of the hemmed-in rebel 
ships, the enemy was at a great disadvantage, 
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the place. What was the composition used 
has not been discovered. There was none of 
it left behind. It was only necessary to piace 
the bomb where it would do the most good, 
cut off the right length of fuse, and touch a 
cigar to the end.

CITY HALL ELEVATOR TAKES A DROP. 
Load of Aldermen and Others Saved from 
Serious Injury Almost Miraculously. © 

One of the-big elevators in the center of the 
City Hall,~ when crowded to its utmost 
capacity just after the adjournment of the 
City Council last night, fell with a crash to 
the basement when within about thirty feet 
of the lower landing. The big elevator car 
is one of the largest in the city and there 
were fully twenty-five people in it 
when it suddenly shot downward. The 
passengers received quite a shaking up owing 
to the sudden stop of the elevator when it 
reached the basement, but no one was in- 
jured. Frank Serzinske was the elevator 
man. Dan Corkery, Ald. Michael Ryan, Ald. 
Haussen, and twenty or twenty-two others 
crowded into the car. The elevator started on 
its descent and the machinery was 
working gatisfactorily until the car 
reached the shaft between the first and sec- 
ond floors. Here there was a snap, as if the 
cable had broken, and the car went with light- 
ning speed past the first floor and clear to the 
basement. The elevator man, as quickly as 
he could, applied the safety-dogs, but they 
snapped off as if they had been small bits of 
shell. The car is badly wrecked and it may 
be several days before it can be put in use. 

Mayor Hopkins, who had just come down 
in the elevator, and thirty or forty others 
were in the corridor down-stairs when the 
car came crashing Jownwards. As soon as 
Mayor Hopkins and the others in the lower 
corridors saw the predicament the men in the 
elevator were in they tried t® pull back the gate 
and some one succeeded in* openmg it. The 


badly scared occupants were then helped out.. 


The cause of the accident. Frank ,..-White, the 
engineer at the City Hall, says, was due to an 
airbound pipe, as far as he could learn. The 
power which runs the elevator is Water, and 
pipes run down back. of the elevator shaft. 
These pipes are generally filled with water, 
but the engineer believes that air instead of 
water must have been pumped into them, and 
as air exhausts more rapidly than water, this 
caused the elevator to suddenly drop. 


ELECTRICITY ALONG NEW YORK CANALS 


Gigantic Contract Entered Into Between 
the State and Niagara Branch Company. 
Auspany, N. Y.. March 12.—The State of 

New York today gave the Cataract 

General Electric company, a branch 

of the Niagara “Power company, the 

right of way along the canals of 
the State to lay conduits, string wires, 
or otherwise transmit the immense 
electric current generated at Niag- 
ara Falls, including a traction 
road for canal propulsion. Central power 
stations will be establish at such points as 
necessary along the line Kall the canals and 
on all canal lands. In return the company is 
to furnish at every canal lock such electrical 
installation as will run motors to open and 
close the locks and electric lights sufficient to 
light each lock. The company must 
conclude its work inside of three years. 
The company must furnish electricity for the 
propulsion of canalboats at not to exceed $20 
each electrical horse power for the season of 
navigation. The State may at any time con- 
demn and take from the company any or all 
its apparatus used in canal propulsion and lo- 
cated on State lands by paying to the com- 
pany 3 per cent more than the original cost. 

Ali work must be done under the supervision 

of the Superintendent of Public Works.

COUNCIL SUSTAINS HIM IN ALL, 


Ald. Ryan introduced the long-threatened 
Hyde Park Mutual Fuel Gas ordinance in the 
Council last night and had it referred to the 
Committee on Gas, Oil, and Electric Lights, 
The promoters of the ordinance tried hard to 
get some one of the Aldermen who had syé- 
tained the Mayor's veto against 
the Watson ordinance to present the 
new substitute, but -they could rot find one, 
and the Council combine insisted that Ryan 
should have the honor. The promoters re. 
luctantly agreed to this and Ryan was de- 
lighted. He looked upon the selection in the 
light of a vindication. He declared that the 
men who were backing the new ordinance 
were behind the old Watson-Metropolitan af. 
fair, and was altogether well pleased \with 
himself. He presented the resolution on the 
call of the roll, and read the following letter 
by wapof preface: ° 

CuicaGo, March 12.—Michael Ryan, Esq.—Deare 
Sir: In asking you tointroduce the ordinanceof the 
Mutual Fuel Gas company, handed you herewith, 
we desire to assure you that all the provisions 
contained therein will be faithfully carried out. 
We hiave had it drawi to meet the popular re- 
quirements of a gas ordinance as evidenced by 
the press and the Mayor's message, and have 
gone as far in that direction as legitimate busi- 
ness will stand. Our company, as you know, is 
composed of Chicago men who We belleve have 
the confidence of the entire community. We 
trust yourself and colleagnes will see your way 
clear to advocate and support the passage of 
this ordinance.

Ald, Ryan read a synopsis of the principal - 


provisions of the ordinance, which he said 
provided as follows: 

(1) No charge for service-pipe connections. 

(2) Acash deposit to cover cost of repairing 
streets torn up to lay mains. 3 

(3) Fixing the price of gas at $1 per thousand, 

(4) The cost to the city to be 75 cents per thous 
sand and $16 per lamp. 

(5) Twenty-two candice power quality is guar: 
anteed. 

(6) The city is to get 3% percent of the gross 
receipts. ; 

(7) The books of the company to be open to the 
Controller for inspection and verification of an« 
nual revenues. — 

Ald. Ryan further claimed that the 
of the ordinance would save the city $120 
annually and would sate the people $750,000 
annually, besides giving them better gas. 
Yorfeiture of charter is promised and pro- 
vided for, he said, if there should be any com. 
bination with existing or future companies te 


fix a price. The term of the franchise is fifty . 


years. He read twice over the part referring 
to the trust of the promoters in the Aldermen, 
each time with emphasis and unction, and the 
galleries laughed. 

Discrepancies Concerning Price. 

An examination of the provisions of the 
ordinance did not bear out Ryan’s descrip. 
tion of it. The price provision is as follows: 

Sec. 8. The ~rights and privileges hereby 
granted are upon the express condition that na 
gas flowing through any main pipes, feeders, or 
service pipes laid by said Mutual Fuel Gas com- 
pany or by its authority shall be charged for te 
general consumers thereof at a rate exceeding 
$1.10 per thousand eubie feet, provided that upon 
all bills paid on or before the tenth day of the 
calendar month succeeding the calendar month 
gas is furnished a_ rebate of 10 
cents for each thousand cubic feet 
gas shall be allowed, making the 
net price $1 per 1,000 cubic feet for such gas, 
atid, provided, that for all gas furnished tothe City 
of Chicago there shall only be paid the sum of 75 
cents per 1,000 cubic feet for all public build- 
ings and for gas furnished for street lighting, in- 
cluding lighting and extinguishing, the sum of 
#16 per annum for each street lamp burning four 
cubic feet of gas*per hour: or said city may at its 
option do its own lighting and extinguishing of 
street lamps; and said company shall at the 
option of said city furnish gas for such street 
lamps at the rate of 75 cents per 1,000 cubic 
feet of gas consumed. , 

Sec. 13 grants the company privileges on 
the express condition that it enters into no 
combination with any gas company or sells, 
transfers, or leases its plant to any other gas 
company in Chicago. The penalty for so do- 
ing is the abatement of all privileges granted 
under the ordinance and the forfe.ture of the 
entire plant of the company to the City of 
Chicago for agreed and liquidated damages. 
The same penalty follows if the company 
after having begun business shall fail 
to furnish gas for a_ period of 
ten days unless such break in its 
service is caused by accident or injunction 
The company specifically agrees to the appro- 
priation of its plant by the city and consents 
to its taking possessiou with or without 
process of law. All persons interested in the 
company either as stockholders, agents, or 
servants, it is provided, shall be forever barred 
and foreclosed of any right, title, claim, or. 
interest in the said property in the event of . 
its appropriation by the city. 

A guarantee fund of $100,000 is to be 
placed with the City Treasurer as evidence of 
good faith.

The ordinance was amended in acgordance 
with the Mayor's suggestion on motion of 
Ald. Sexton and then passed. 

Appropriation Bill Veto. 


The Mayor presented the following veto of 
jtems of the appropriation bill: 


Gentlemen: I deem it my duty to withhold my 
approval from certain items contained in the 
ordinance passed by your honorable body March 
1, 1894, entitled “An ordinance making appro- 

riations for corporate, school, and Public Li- 
wary purposes for the fiscal year from Jan. 1, 
1894, to Dee. 31, 1894." The items to which I 
refer wiil be taken up in the order in which they 
appear in the Council proceedings of March 1. 
1894, and in connection with some of the items 
1 take the liberty of suggesting amendments. 
which I ask to have inserted in the aypropristica 
ordinance - lieu of those from whic { withhold 
my approval. : ; 

First—The item found on page 2/046 as follows: 
“Towards construction of crematories, $10,000. 
This item should in my opinion be stricken out. 
From a careful investigation of the subject | 
am convinced that the amount appropriated is 
entirely inadequate to defray the expense of con- 
struct. proper crematories, and, its present 
Ainandial conditien.! feel justifiedin saying that 
the city ought not to enter upon experiments 
but should husband its resources and apply them 
to the efficient discharge of duties which are im- 
perative. Ll object to this item for the further 
reason that an appropriation for this purpose 
might sibly be regarded as a recognition by 
the city of a contract for the construc- 
tion of crematories alleged to have been 
made under a former administration, and which 
I am advised. is illegal. If the Council agrees 
with me inthe view that this item should be 
stricken-out, then I urgently request that this 
sum of $10,000 be added to the item found on 
page 2,060, which now reads: “ Nineteen hun- 
dred and twenty-eight patrolmen, first-class reg- 
ular patrol duty, at $1,000, $1,928,000,’’ and 
suggest that the item last mentioned be so 
amended as ‘to read as follows: ‘Nineteen hun- 
dred and thirty-eight patrolmen, first-cl ass reg- 
ular patrol duty, at $1,000, $1,938,000. 
 . Second—The item on page 2,047: “ For bridge 
at Diversey street, reappropriated $30,000, 
should be striker out, and this amount should be 
addea to the appropriation towards the comple- 
tion of South Halsted street bridge, and the ordi- 

“mance so amend t the item found 
at the bottom page 2,046 shall 
read as follows: ‘Towards completion 
of South Halsted street bridge, $61,000. 
Although the item of $30,000 for the Diversey 
streét bridge is a reappropriation of that amount 
for that purpose, yet no contract has been let and 
no work has n done under it. The Amount 
thus appropriated would at most enable the city 
to make some progress toward the erection of the 
substructure, but would be insufficient to pro- 
duce any practical results, while to add this 
amount to the appropriation for South Halsted 
street bridge would materially aid in discharg- 
ing a debt already incurred for work now in 
course of completion. I am convinced that sound 
policy dictates that we should as far as possible 
complete and pay for public works alréady com- 
menced before entering upon new enterprises. 

Third—I withhold my approval from the item 
found on page 2,049, now reading as follows: 
* For removal of rock from the West Fork of the 
South Branch, now being done under contract by 
the Fitz-Simons,& Connell company by an order 
of the City Council passed May 29, 1893, page 
377, $55,000.” 

I would suggest that it be amended so that 
$20,000 of this sum should be applied to this 
purpose and $35,000 thereof applied to the pur- 
pose of dredging the_ river. Il am informed by 
the Commissioner of Public Works that the per- 
sons having the contract for the removal of rock 
from the South Branch would be content to 
defer the further prosecation of this work 
for the period of one year upon being 
paid the amount already earned, which would be 
covered by about #205000, I think it advisable 
that there should be a fund which can be applied 
in dredging the river, at least to the extent that 
the channel! has béen made more shallow by ma- 
terials dumped into its bed by the city. If the 
Council agree with me in this the item for the 
removal of rock, etc., will be divided in two 
items, so as to read as follows: ‘ For removal of 
rock from the West Fork of the South Branch, 
now being done under contract by the Fitz- 
Simons & Connell company by an order of the 
City Council ——s May 29, 1893, page 377, 

20,000; for dredging Chicago River, $35,000.” 

Fourth—I withhold my approval from the item 
found on page 2,057, Senior Medjcal inspector, 
$2,500, and suggest that this ite: so amend- 
ed as to read Senior Medical Insp§ector. $2.000. 

I desire to apply the sum of $500 thus deduct- 
ed from that item to the payment of additional 
compensation to five meat inspectors at 
the Stock-Yards, and ask that the item 
found on page 2,057. which now reads 
“Ten meat. and Stock-Yards inspectors § at. 
#900,” $9,000, to be so amended as follows: Five 
meat inspectors stationed at the Stock-Yards at 
#1,000. and five meat aud stock inspectors sta- 
tioned elsewhere at $900, .89,500." Thechange 
‘suggested in the item last mention seems to me 
necessary to fairly adjust the compensation of 
these inspectors in proportion to the work done 
and responsidility assumed by them. I appre- 
ciate the vast amount of intelligent labor 
which has been bestowed by the Finance com- 
mittes and the Counci!, in dividing the limited 
funds at their command among the numerous 
corporate purposes andthe heroic efforts mad¢ 
by them to bring our expenditures within the 

. limits of our revenues; but upon mature consid- 
eration it has seemed to me that the adjustment 
of expenditures made in the amendments, which 
1 have suggested to the various items meritioned, 
would enabie the Executive department to carry 
on the city government in a manner more satis- 
factory to the public. 

I trust, therefore, that the Council will agree 
with me in the propriety of these amendments. 


Meets Slim Objection, 


Ald. Madden made the usual motion for re- 
consideration, which prevailed. He | then 
moved that the suggestion of the Mayor be 
approved andthigs was done after a protest 
from Ald. Campbell, who said the motion was 
irregular inasmuch as it included several 
items. Ald. Swigert on the roll- 
call protested and said an item should be in- 
serted for crematories. The people of his 
ward want crematories and the city needs 
them. Ald. Ryan protested against the diver- 
sion of the appropriation for the Diversey 
street bridge. The ainendments were passed 
—d9 to 3—Campbell, Sutter, and Swigart 
voting in the negative. : 

South Side Trolley Veto. 


The Mayor also presented a veto of the 
South Side trolley ordinances passed at the 
previous meeting of the Council, saying: 


1 withhold my Beprovas for the reason that 
said ordinances, and each Of them, are intend 
ed to confer valuabie privileges upon the Chica- 
«oe City railway company. and do not contain 
sach provisions as in my opinion are absolutely 
meseeny to guard the interests of the people in 
reidtion to the subject matter of said ordinances. 
The time which I have had for the examination 
thereof was too short to enable me to furnish you 
with the reasons in detail impelling 

‘me to the exercise of my veto power, nor was 

~~ such time sufficient to enable me to conclude my 
negotiations with the officers of the company 
tending to secure from them such concessions as 
‘in my opinion the city has a right to demand. If 
your. honorable body will reconsider the vote by 

which each of these ordinances was passed 
as required by the charter I hope next 
Monday to report to you alist of amendments 
the adoption of which appears to me to be 
oo eon for a proper preservation of the 
rights of our citizens. : am authorized to state 
that the railway company is equally desirous that 
action should be deferred by your honorable 

-body after the reconsideration of the votes by 

which the said ordinances were passed.

On motion of Ald. Noble the vote by which } 


the ordinances were passed were reconsidered. 
and on motion of the same Alderman action 
on them was temporarily postponed. It i: 
understood the South Side compaihy is willing 
to pay somethmg toward’ the paving of the 
*ubways, but is unwiiling¢o maintain electric 
lights along the thorodghfares. Until it 
agrees to maintain the electric lights there is 
not much prospect of securing the Mayor’s 
approval of the ordinances.

The Mayor sent in the letter of the Presi- 


pay a greater license fee if ether street rail- 
way companies would do so. The letter was 
sent to the Judiciary committee. 
Commissioner Jones forwarded a commu- 
nication from the City Engineer answering 4 
request of Ald. Keats in which he says 
the only permanent relief from a 
searcity of water in the northwest section of 
the city lies in the construction of a land 
tunnel from the lake to a pumping station 
to be established in the section needing relief. 
The estimated expense of such a work is 
placed at $1,231,160. The Commissioner 
also submitted an order requiring the Pitts- 
burg, Fort Wayne and Chicago and other rail- 
way companies to pave Canal street, between 
Fulton and Kinzie streets. The order was 
sent to the Committee on Railroads. : 
The special Committee on Track Elevation 
submitted the amended ordinance for the ele- 
vation of the tracks of the Lake Shore and 
Rock Island companies, and it was made a 
special order for the next session at 8 o'clock 
on motion of Add, Sexton. 

Street Cleaning by Day Labor. 
Ald. Madden’s resolution that the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works submit a schedule for 
cleaning streets in different wards and em- 
ploymg men by the day for such work was 
adopted. 
The report of the Committee on Schools 
authorized the purchase of a lot, 50x192 feet, 
on Hope avenue, near Sixty-fourth street, as 
an addition to the Woodlawn branch school 
site and the erection thereon of a sixteen-room 
school with assembly hall to cost $70,000. 

Ald. Finkler introduced an ordinance for 
a trolley line on Clark street and Evanston 
avenue, between Dewey court and Graceland 
avenue: and on Graceland avenue, between 
Evanston avenue and Ashland avenue, and on 
Southport avenue, between Clark street and 
Clybourn avenue. The ordinance is in 
favor of the North Chicago railway company 
and is for a term of twenty years from the date 
of passage. The rate of fare shall be five 
cents for one continuous ride either way be- 
tween Graceland avenue and the northern 
terminus, and Monroe street to the southern 
terminus of the North Chicago Street rail- 
road company. The ordinance was referred 
te the Committee on Streets and Alleys 
North, 

Ald, O'Neill presented an ordinance making 
it an offense for any company to use steam 
asa motive power in moving cars, locomotive 
engines, or other vehicles upon or over any 
railroad track, laid or maintained without 
lawful authority along or across the surface 
of any Chicago street. A fine of $200 for 
each day any company violates the ordinance 
is provided. The ordinance was sent to the 
Committee on Railways. He also presented 
the following order, which was passed : 

Ordered, that the Commissioner of Public 
Works be and he is hereby directed to order the 
officers of the Lake Shore and Michigan South- 
ern railway company to remove their switch 
tracks on Sixty-third street and State street 
south of Sixty-third street within ten days, and 
if they do not the Commissioner of. Phblic 
Works shall cause the same to be removed at the 
expense of said company. 

Ald. Reed presented an order on the Com- 
missioner of Public Works to at once place 
in service the new bridge across the river at 
South Halsted street. The order was passed. 


Mutual Electric Ordinance Passed. 


Ald. Noble called up the ordinance of the 
Mutual Electric Light and Power company. 
The ordinance gives the company permission 
to erect, maintain, and use one or more sys- 
tems of electrical conductors above -or under 
ground for the transmission of electric light, 
power, and heat, or either of them, in the 
streets, alleys, and public‘ways of the present 
limits of the City of Chicago, south of the 
center line of Thirty-ninth street, and of said 
street extended west to the city limits, 
and west of the center line of State street. 
Wires must be put underground within three 
months after an order to that effect by the 
Council under penalty of forfeiture of the ; 
franchise. 

One cent an hour fora sixteen-candle-power 
incandescent light may be charged. For an 
are light $10.50 a month may be charged if 
the lainp be operated ail night and $7.50 if it 
be extinguished at midnight. The company 
must give a bond of $25,000 and keep with 
the City Treasurer $1,000 to pay the city if it 
be put to any expense on account of the com- 
pany.

TENDER AT THE BIT. 


DEMOCRATS OAN’T BEAR THE GANG 
ROUGH RIDERS. 


Free-for-All Primaries Not at All to Their 
Liking=Leading Party Men Set Up a 
Howl Against the Methods Employed 
by Powers and OtherseStrong Inde- 
pendent Candidates Springing UpeRe- 
publicans Set Out te Defeat Douglas 
and Bury Horan—Political Meetings. 


it appears that the Democrats intend to 
hold all their Aldermanic primaries in accord- 
ance with the free-for-all and go-asyou please 
plan. They have already. held some in that 
way and with scarcely satisfactory results. 
Saturday the Nineteenth Ward Democrats 
had their primaries in the afternoon and their 
convention in the evening. They elected 
delegates pledged to Ald. Powers, and their 
delegates duly nominated Powers in the even- 
ing. Now leading Democrats in the ward 
say they were not aware of the primary 
until it was over and they are pro- 
testing. James DL. Casey, a young lawyer 
who was burn in the ward, is being urged 
to run as an independent. He hesitates. He 
wants the indorsement of the Republicans, 
but will hardly obtain it. The Republicans 
indorsed Ald, Gallagher last spring. He has 
not kept his pledges to them. It is the inten- 
tion of the Republicans this time to nominate 
Q. J. Chott, it is said. Mr. Casey can win, 
however, if he makes an active canvass and 
is of the right stuff. 

The Democrats have used the free-for-all 
plan in the Seventeenth, Twenty-second, and 
Twenty-ninth Wards. There was something 
of a contest in the Seventeenth, and Maurice 
©’Connor, a saloonkeeper, won. His de- 
feated competitor,. Jonathan Cullen, is also 
a saloonkeeper. The Democrats of the ward 
are dissatisfied and have nominated George 
W. Mahoney,a young lawyer, by petition. Tn 
the ‘Twenty-second Ward there was uo op- 
position to Ald. Tripp, who has made an ex- 
cellent record in the Council, and he has been 
renominated by acclamation. In the Twenty- 
ninth Bob Mulcahy, who was elected a year 
ago to fiil out the vacancy caused by the 
resignation of Thomas Gahan, has been re- 
nominated by a mass-meeting.- The for- 
mality of a primary was not even considered. 
Some of the Democrats are disposed to kick 
at these arrangements, but they will settle 
down and support the candidates notwith- 
standing. 

Richards and Lawler Not in Favor. 


Perry Hull has resurrected B. R. DeYoung, 
who was snowed undertwo years agoasa 
candicate for Assessor, and wants the Repub- 
licans of the- South Town to nominate him 
again. Lhe movement does. not meet with 
much encouragement, and Henry Best will 
‘doubtless be the nominee. Ernst J. Mager- 
stadt will be the candidate for Collector, and 
either Stephen A. Douglas or Frank Otto 
will be the candidate for Supervisor. Itis be- 
lieved the Democrats will rominate R. J. 
Gunning or Ald. Stuckart for Assessor antl 
Uhiric Rohrbach for Collector. J. W. 
Richards. who is the strongest man the Dem- 
ocrats have, is not acceptable to the gang. 

Frank Lawler is now making an active can- 
vass for Assessor, but it is believed he will 
not be able to win, Ald. Loeffler has the 
lead and will probably be the Democratic 
nominee. Perhaps Lawler may take the Col- 
lectorship nomination. James L. Monaghan 
is likely to be the Republican nominee for 
Assessor, but ‘Thomas Shaughnessy of the 
Tweifth. Ward will give him a close race. 
Billy Boldenweck’s opposition to Assessor 
Pease in Lake View does not appear to have 
much force and there is little doubt that Mr. 
Pease will be renominated by ‘the Republic- 
ans. Robert M. Simon will probably be 
named by the Democrats. 

Joseph Lammers has been indorsed for 
Alderman by nearly all the Republican pre- 
cinct clubs of the Fifteenth Ward. Mike 
Bowler, an ex-Alderman of bad record, 
threatens to run as an independent, as he has 
done before on several occasions, but his run- 
ning will not affect the result. The Demo- 
crats propose to nominate a Pole named 
Palich.

DEATH OF MRS. EDWARD H. HADDUCK. 


_—-— 


One of the Earliest Settlers of the City 
Ouietly Passes Away. 

Mrs. Edward H. Hadduck, one of the earli- 
est settlers of Chicago, died lust \evening at 
her residence, No. 2876 Michigan avenue. 
The funeral probably will be held Thursday. 

|Mrs. Edward H. Hadduck was 78 years old 
and was born in Norwich,Chenango County, New 
York. Her father, Dexter Graves, moved to Ash- 
tabuia County, O., when she was a child. and 
Louisa accompanied her father to Chicago in 
1832. They came ina “prairie schooner” and 
found Chicago without a fort and in danger from 
a threatened uprising of the Indians. They re. 
turned to Detroit, but came back the following 
year. Mr. Graves entered the land which 
later became Camp Douglas. Louisa Graves 
married Edward H. Hadduck in IS3B4, 
Edward H. Hadduck was also one of Chicago's 
earliest settlers. He was born in Franklin. N. 
H., April 2,1811. His father was William Had- 
duck, whose first wife was Daniel Webster's sis- 
ter. ucretia Kimball, his second wife. was the 
mother of E. H. Hadduck. Young Hadduck 
worked for many years upon his father’s farm, of 
which Daniel Webster was part owner, and there 
he came into intimate association with the great 
statesman, Mr. Hadduck came to Chicago in 
1833 and took a contract for -upplying the In- 
dians with bread. During President Herrison’s 
administrations he was

Webster sinfluence. In 1835, after his marriage 
with Louisa Graves, he buiit a dwelling-house on 
Lake street, between Dearborn and State streets 
He was one of Chicago's first Aldermen. He died 
May 30, 1881. There was one daughter who 
married Johu De Koven and died in 1886. Mrs 
De Koven left one daughter. who is the Wife of 
Joseph T, Bowen. Mr. and Mrs. Bowen have 
four children.

Miss Pollard had introduced the witness to 
Col. Breckinridge once in the drawing-room, 
He had heard Col. Breckinridge ask Miss 
Pollard who he was, whether he came to see 
her, and seemed fearful that he might inform 
a mutual friend, Mrs. Corruvias of the Mexi- 
can legation, of his (Col. \Breckinridge’s) at- 
tentions to Miss Pollard, and also heard Col. 
Breckinridge inquire if he knew of their en- 
gagement, seeming apprehensive that he 
might speak of that, and had frequently 
heard their engagement mentioned in the 
house, 

Last spring Miss Pollard had asked him in 
case anything should arise to make it neces- 
sary if he would give his testimony. He said: 
“That was one day in the drawing-room 
when Miss Pollard seemed much depressed; 
said she feared Col. Breckinridge was not go- 
ing to keep his word; that if he did not marry 
her on the appointed day she would shoot 
herself with a pistol. She said: ‘There is 
no other man but Col. Breckinridge for me.’ 
She seemed to think that Col. Breckinridge’s 
attentions might have compromised her and 
asked Mrs. Thomas, the-landiady, and me not 
to believe anything discreditable which 
might be said about her on account of it.’’ 

This incident occurred about. May 13. 
Something had been said about Col. Breckin- 
ridge’s attention to Mrs. Wing. 

Dr. J. Tabor Johnson of this city, having 
been sworn, asked the jcourt if he was 
to be absolved from the professional 
obligation of secrecy, and being assured 
affirmatively by Miss Pollard’s attorney, 
he proceeded to relate that in May, 
1893, he was called to see Miss Pollard, pro- 
fessionally. While actending her he had seen 
several letters and telegrams, and whén At- 
torney Carlisle handed several of them to him 
he identified the signatures as Col. Breckin- 
ridge’s. These letters referred to the plaint- 
iff's condition and advised her to do what was 
**best and least’ dangerous.’ Dr. Johnson 
did not know that Miss Pollard’s condition 
was due to a criminal operation. 


Miss Pollard Faints. 


A female physician, Mary Parsons, testified 
that in 1888 she had attended Miss Pollard 
at the convent on Massachusetts avenue in 
Washington and in Second street,S. W. The 
latter place had been aecured by the witness 
for Miss Pollard, and a maie child had been 
born which was placed in an asylum. 

An exciting scene followed. Every one in 
the court heard a muffled sobbing, which 
came from Miss Pollard, and looking toward 
her the young woman was seen with her head 
bowed almost to her lap, shaking convulsive- 
ly. The two friends from the House of Ref- 
uge, who have been her constant attendants, 
bent over trying to calm her, but her emotion 
could not be subdued. Finally they were 
compelled to take her from the room, half 
leading and helf carrying her, while a sympa- 
thetic silence was over the room. Just as she 
stepped through the doorway Miss Pollard 
fell forward fainting, and would have touched 
the floor had not a colored bailiff sprung for- 
ward to grasp her. Col. Breckinridge averted 
his face and whispered with his attorneys. 

As the door of the courtrroom closed upon 
the fainting woman Mr. Wilson resumed his 
examination, asking what became of the 
child. 

‘* The child died,’’ was the answer. 

‘* Was any communication made to you by 
Miss Pollard as to who was the father of the 
child?’ Col. Breckinridge leaned forward, 
breaking in eagerly: ‘* I object to that,’’ and 
his attorneys chorused the objection. 

‘* State the objection,’’ said the Judge. 

Mr. Wilson said the question had been care- 
fully guarded. The objection was admitted 
and after more cross-fire Dr. Parsons said: 
‘*T called upon Col. Breckintidge at his resi- 
dence on M street with a bill to Miss Pollard 
for my services. He forwarded the payment 
of the bill to me.”’ 

In response to cross examiuation the doctor 
said she toid Col. Breckinridge she had had 
the bill for several weeks unpaid, had heard 
he was Miss Peollard’s guardian, and asked 
him to pay it. Then the legal controversies 
over the depositions was renewed, 

Controversy Over Depositions. 


Mr. Butterworth for Col. Breckinridge 
moved to suppress a deposition taken for tne 
plaintiff in Lexington March 7. Notice, he 
said, had been served on Mr. Shelby, who was 
then an attorney in the case, having only ap- 
peared for the defendant on one or two occa- 
sions, when depositions were taken, under 
special authority. 

Affidavits by Col. Breckinridge, his son, 
Desha Breckinridge, and his partner, Attor- 
ney Shelby, were read at considerable length 
regarding the defendant’s arrangements with 
counst| which did not seem altogether rele- 
vant in parts, Judge Bradley once interrupt- 
ing to inquire: ‘** What nas that got to do 
with this matter?’ 

The main point made was that notice of 
the depositions should have been given to 
Col. Breckinridge’s lawyers in Washington, 
Messrs. Thompson and McKinney. Mr. But- 
terworth argued at length and then Mr. 
Johnson replied for the plaintiff, referring 
rather sarcasticaily to what he termed “the 
peculiar proceedings in Kentucky,’’ and the 
peculiar manner of the connection of the 
Kentucky attorneys to the case, who had ap- 
peared generally in the preliminary proceed- 
ings, for the advantage of the defendant, but 
whose connection in matters to his disad- 
vantage had secret qualification. In the 
taking of the fifty depositions for Col. Breck- 
inridge neither the defendant nor Attorneys 
Totten, Thompson, and McKinney had ap- 
peared, but always the Kentucky attorneys, 
of whom it is now said that they had not been 
attorneys of record. Mr. Johnson character- 
ized the objection as a piece of chicanery, in- 
solence, and effrontery. 

When Mr. Johnson had” finished his argu- 
ment Judge Bradley said that the court would 
adjourn. 

\Mr. Shelby of Kentucky, of whom Mr. 
Johnson had spoken sharply, jumped to his 
feet saying: ‘* Will your Honor allow me, 
but Judge Bradley: adjourned court. As soon 
as he had done so Col. Breckinridge stepped 
up before the bench and addressed him about 
some matter, but the Judge waved him aside 
with an expression of annoyance on his face. 

Then came the scuffle |that will be investi- 
gated tomorrow morning.

Miller, a leading stock breeder, is affected and 
two valuable heifers have been slaughtered. 
When Mr. Milier made the discovery a few 
days ago he calied in a local veterinary, who 
ordered one of the animals killed. The gov- 
ernment inspector, Dr. Cowan, then visited 
the herd and ordered a second one killed, 
Now several others. are said to be affected and 
it is feared the disease will run through the

RIDDLE HAS A SCHEME 


HE PROPOSES TO BUILD FOR OHIOAGO 
AND 000K COUNTY. 


Syndicate Would Put Up on the Present 

. Site a $5,000,000 Fifteen-Story Struct- 
ure for a Ninety-Nine Year Lease=City 
and County Would Hive Rent Free the 
First Four Stories with Light, Heat, 
and Janitor ServiceMatter Referred to 
Public Service Committee. 


Attorney Francis A. Riddle submitted yes- 

terday to the County Board, as a representa- 
tive of a private corporation, a plan to con- 
struct a fifteen-story building for the joint use 
of Chicago and Cook County on the« present 
site of the Court-House and City Hall. The 
following communication from Mr. Riddle 
was read and referred ta the Public Service 
committee aftera motion by Commissioner 
MeNichols to reject it and send it back to the 
author was lost: 
_ CnIcaGco, March 12.—George Struckman, Pres- 
ident Beard of County Commissioners, City— 
My Dear Sir: In view of thé increasing necessi- 
ties of the county and city for accommodations 
for public offices and for ‘accommodating the 
public business I propose: 

1. That by proper action 
authorities or by the | united 
the county and city authorities to take 
‘at lease of ‘the court-house square 
for the term of ninety-nine years, running to a 
corporation with a paid up capital of not less 
than $5,000,000, to be organized for the purpose 
of constructing a modern building, fifteen stories 
in height, to cost not less than $5,000,000, cov- 
ering the entire square, upon plans to be ap- 
proved by the Judges of the Circuit, Superior, 
County, and Probate Courts, together with the 
Mayor, or a majority of them. 

2. That no rent or taxes shall be charged to 
the lessees during the period of the lease. 

%. The lease shall devote all of the basement 
of such building. except such portion as would 
be required for dynamos and .machinery, to the 
county for the storage of books and unused 
records and for such purpose to provide a series 
of large vaults in such basement suitable for 
storage purposes for property of that kind. 


First Four Stories Free. 


4. To furnish to the county and city free for 
the present the first four stories of the building 
to be erected, dividea into offices suitable for 
court-rooms, clerks’ offices, city offices, council 
chambers. and all public county and city pur- 
poses, and as the public necessities might de- 
mand the whole or part of the fifth floor of such 
building. 

5. The space so to be occupied by the’ county 
and city tobe heated, lighted, repaired, main- 
tained and cleaned by the lessee without charge 
during the entire period of lease. 

6. The lessee is to have at its disposal and use 
for the period of ninety-nine years after the com- 
pletion of the building all of the other space m 
such structure—the building to be completed in 
two years from the execution of such lease. 

The foregoing ig-a mere outline of a plan in- 
tended to furnisito Chicago and Cook County 
the best accommodations for its public servants 
of any county and city in the world, and sub- 
stantially for a period of 100 years without cost 
to eithef municipality. It does not need 
argument jto convince any one  famil- 
iar with the necessities for acommo- 
dation for public business that the un- 
sightly, poorly constructed, inadequate, badly 
lighted, and atrociously ventilated buildings 
now standing on the court-house square mu: 
give place to new and suitable structures. An 
at this time, when the people are burdened ap 
will be for a quarter of acentury or more with 
unusual and heavy taxes for other necessary pub 
lic improvements, why should not the county a 
city take advantage of the mode I| suggest for 
securing suitable, adequate, necessary, and mod- 
ern accommodations without adollar of outlay 
either forthe cost of construction or mainte- 
nance? In what other way can this valuable 
property be so wisely and inexpensively used for 
the benefit of the public? 

I respectfully submit the foregoing to the care- 
ful consideration of the board. It may be that 
the law of this State as it now stands is not suf- 
ficient tu. permit the carrying out of such an en- 
terprise, but if it should be deemed wise proper 
legislation could and would undoubtedly be 
enacted at the next session of our General As- 
sembly.

BREAKS THE VACCINATION RECORD, 


At St. Stanislaus’ Church 5,455 Children 
Received Protection Against Smallpox. 
Five thousand four hundred and fifty-five 

children were vaccinated yesterday at St. 

Stanislaus’ Church, Noble and Bradley streets, 

by officers of the Health Department. It 

was the greatest list of vaccinations ever made 
in a day ip one house in Chicago. There had 
been trouble in inducing the people of this 
neighborhood to submit to having their chil- 
dren vaccinated. The officers madea house 
to house canvass with no _ success. 

Finally the Rev. Father Barzynski 

of St. Stanislaus’ Catholic Church, Brad- 

ley and Noble streets, was appealed to. 

Last Sunday frum the pulpit he uged upon 

his parishioners the advantages of vaccina- 

tion. . That settled it. 

The Health Commissioner yesterday sent 
nine vaccinators from his office to the church. 
They were Drs. Watson, Cameron, Wilson, 
Hawley, Benson, and Frank, and Mesdames 
Glennan, Taylor, and Doolittle. They reached 
the church at9 a.m. They took with them 
3,000 vaccine points. The streets were filled 
with people, Parents had brought their chil- 
dren to be vaccinated. The great hall of the 
parochial school, which adjoins the church 
and accommodates 1.500, had been thrown 
open to the little ones and was filled. Many 
of the children were in arms. The vacci- 
nators arranged themselves in the front end 
of the hall and began work. The crowd 
rushed over them. Mothers with children in 
arms fought with others similarly burdened 
to get to the operators. Soon after noon all 
the points were used and 3,090 more points 
were sent for. For five blocks in either di- 
rection there was a crowd of parents hurry- 
ing toward the church dragging along re- 
luctant children.. The parochial school had 
beendismissed for the day. Inside the build- 
ing little children were running everywhere 
with their left arms. bared. alf of them 
were crying. In the vaccination-rooms all 
the children were crying. I'he arm scratching 
continued until 5 p. m. 

There were 1,000 mothers with children 
waiting at the time. They were notified to 
come again today at 9 a. m, and the vaccina- 
tion would be resumed. 

Some day this week there will begin a 
house to house canvass in search of small- 
pox conducted by the Health Depariment 
assisted by the police. It wlll be continued 
until there is no evidence of the disease in the 
city. 

Commissioner Reynolds has decided not to 
separate any more children from mothers in 
smallpox cases. He said: **‘ We need a build- 
ing where the half-develoved cases of con- 
tagious diseases can be detained, treated, and 
watched. With good luck we wiil have en- 
tirély stamped out smallpox in Chicago by 
July 1.” 

The health officers are ina quandary what to 
do with a saloon at No. 169 Plymouth place. 
Seven persons affected with smallpox have 
been taken from the saloon and the Commis- 
sioner of Health desires to close the place and 
fumigate it. At the same time he does not 
wish to drive the inmates out to spread con- 
tagion, and he doubts his _ right to quarantine 
them so long as he does not know they have 
smallpox. The law department has been ap- 
peaied to for an opinion.

HOW THE JURORS WERE SUBSTITUTED. 


Affidavit That Judge Goggin Ordered Their 
Names Placed on the List, 

Chairman QO. H. Allen of the Judiciary com- 
mittee of the County Board has called a meet- 
ing of that committee for this morning at 10 
o'clock for further consideration of the 
alleged wrong in the jury system. It is re. 
ported the committee has discovered new 
features since the report was made to the 
Public Service committee last Friday. and 
adopted by the County Board. Chairman 
Allen says, bowever, that nothing further has 
developed. Following up the work of the 
Judiciary committee of the County Board, 
Superior Court Cierk Griffin continued his in- 
quiry yesterday into the recent case of the sub- 
stitution of four outsiders on a jury for four of 
the regular veniremen. He said there could 
be no “ jury-juggling’’ in his office. Yester- 
day afternoon he went beiore Judge Bianke 
and asked that a rule might be issued against 
each of the four jurors who were placed on a 
jury without the usual formalities. The 
necessity of bringing in the men to make ex- 
planation, however, was obviated by the act 
of Bailiff H. T. Fitzgibbon. He made an 
affidavit which reads: 

I, Henry T. Fitzgibbon, bailiff before his Honor, 
Judge Goggin, do hereby state that wpon the 
order of Judge Goggin 1 substituted ene names 
of John Boyd, John Carey, Edward Watris, and 
J. D. O'Connor as jurors in place of George 
Jennings. Morris D. Mason, Keeley F. Higgins, 
and Frank H. Swan, who were regularly drawn, 
but not found, as shown bythe return of the 
Sheriff upon the summons issued and madé re- 
turnable to the January term of the Superior 
Court of Cook County, A. D. 1894. 

This was sworn to by him in the presence 
of Clerk Griffin. ‘*The County Commission- 
ers did nct act fairly or thoroughly in this 
matter,’ said the latter afterward. ‘ They 
should have had the jurors suminmoned if 
necessary and not let the matter drop where 
the impression would go out that the trouble 
lay in the Clerk’s office.

Cc. L. Bonney Willing to Prove the City’s 
Rights in the Supreme Court. 


City officials do not seem disposed to talk 
of the proposition of Mr. Bonney’s street 
railroad company to reduce fares to 4 
cents and to have the license fee of $50 a car 
increased. The road offered to put fares down 
to that figure and to pay a larger percentage 
of license money if other roads would do so. 
Mayor Hopkins said he had not had tfme to 
think the matter over. Curporation Counsel: 
Rubens said the City Council certainly has 
the right to increase the license fee per car, 
but he was not prepared to say it could regu- 
late the rate of fare below 5 cents. 

C. L. Bonney said yesterday: ‘“* The state- 
ment made by Judge Jamieson is entirely 
misleading. The question which was argued 
before the special committee of the Council 
a year and a half*ago did not include any of 
the companies organized under the horse 
and dummy statute, but had relation only to 
the companies organized under the special 
ninety-nine year charters. Judge Jamieson 
says the special committee decided that it 
had no power in the matter, and therefore 
dropped it. This might possibly let out the 
South Side company, which still operates under 
the old ninety-nine year act. but not so with 
Mr. Yerkes’ West Chicago Street company, 
the North Chicago Street, the Passenger rail- 
way company, and our own company, the 
Chicago General. These are _ incor- 
porated under the so-called horse and 
dummy act. which is supplemental to the gen- 
eral laws and prescribes that all such com- 
panies shall be subject to the control of the 
city authorities whether such right is reserved 
in the city ordinance ornot. Judge Jamieson 
says our proposal is a bluff. Vell, if the 
Mayor requests it, I will have the ordinance 
prepared myself and will send it to the Coun- 
ceil. Jf the Council will pass it I will then re- 
fuse to obey the provisions, as our own fran- 
chise specifies that the license fee shall be $50 
and says nothing about the right of the city 
to regulate fares. The city can then sue us 
and the case can go onits merits to the Su- 
preme Court without delay and we will find 
out just what the powers of the city are. Such 
a proceeding will cost little and by waiving all 
technicalities we can get the decision of the 
Supreme Court within a year. if Judge 
Jamieson is correct in his legal conclusions 
he need fear nothing from the proposed test 
case.” .

Pierce of the New York Insurance 
Department has an amendment to the insur- 
ance laws of the State bearing upon the 
Lioyds’, which he will submit to the Legis- 
laturee Mr. Pierce is after the Lloyds’ with 
much vigor. Since 1892 they have been ex- 
empt from State supervision and not obliged 
to stand the scrutiny which obtains in regard 
to all regularly incorporated stock com panies, 
The Jnvestor continues: “If the amendment 
which the depattment proposes to submit 
shall pass into a law, the Lloyds’ will then be 
compelled to comply with the requirements 
imposed upon other companies. They will, 
therefore, be obliged to either incorporate as 
stock companies, change into mutual 
concerns, or quit doimg business 
New York State. As soon as it be- 
comes known that Supt. Pierce pro- 
poses to repeal the exemption in favor of 
Lloyds’, and this will be the first public. an- 
nouncement of such intention, there will bea 
vigorous howl from the attorneys of these in- 
dividual underwriters, and undoubtedly a 
stubborn fight will be made. Public senti- 
ment is in favor of compelling all writers of 
insurance to comply with the laws of the 
State, and the feeling is strongly against the 
Lioyds’ being allowed the ‘ extraordinary 
privilege of perpetual existence ’ and total ex- 
emption from all insurance laws, so long as 
the insurance laws are enforced against other 
branches of insurance writing. Massachusetts 
prohibits the Lioyds’ by refusing them» licenses 
unless they comply with statutory fequire- 
ments affecting insurance business.. New 
York, if Supt. Pierce: is properly supported 
by the law-makers, will soon-do likewise.”’

Crop Report Still the Disturbing Factor= 
« Armour a Vigorous Buyer of May~Be- 
lieved to Be a Seller of July Through 
BrokerseUnder General Selling Price 
Breaks 1 1-2 CentseBig Increase on 
Ocean -Passage— Moderate Decrease in 
Visible and Better Export Liquiry. 


Compared with the ofticial close yesterday's 
wheat market showed a net loss for the day 
of 14{c; compared with. the dectine estab. 
lished on the curb the loss was but ‘¢c. The 
market was greatly unsettled and irregular 
and many of the brokers were whipsawed all 
around. The feature was a lot of showy buy- 
ing of May auring the first half hour by Ar. 
mour’s brokers, this being instrumental in 
an advance of about Ile, only to be followed 
by a break of I'¢c. The lower opening was 
in line with the bearish construction placed 
upon the report of 114,000,000 bu in fafm- 
ers’ hands, many of the local crowd having 
sold short in anticipation of seme such re- 
turns. At the opening Farnum bought 
250,000 bu, presumably for New York 
account, to cover shorts, and when Armour 
bought with so much vigor there was a general 
scramble to cover, some of the room traders 
eventually going long. Early routine news was 
rather bearish, however, and the buying furor 
was soon spent and then selling became general.

The supply of bills is scarcely ‘up to the de- 
mand. Talk of gold sHtipments next Saturday 
will not have much effect in the market after the 
results of last Saturday. Gold engagements were 
discussed pro and con all last week, but Satur- 
day the small engagements made were canceled. 
According to cables received from London the 
Bank of England is paying 76s 4‘4d for eagles 
and 77s 9d for bars, and is the only buyer of the 
latter. Before gold can be shipped to London at 
a profit, therefore, the shipper must obtain at 
least 489 for his sight bills, and be assured of 
getting reasonably good gold. The top rate for 
sight sterling yesterday was barely 488%. A 
shipment of gold to London at that rate, it’ will 
be seen, would be attended with considerable 
risk, so far as chances for profit are concerned, 
Nor are shipments to France any longer profita- 
ble, in consequence of the advance in Paris ster- 
ling to 25f 2\4c—a rate nearly the par of ex- 
change, and of no use in arbitrage transactions 
in sterling. In view of these rates of exchange 
there is little or no profit in shipments either to 
London or Paris at present, but foreign -bankers 
anticipate an advance which will make exports 
of gold profitable. 

‘he Inves‘igator says: ‘‘ The iron barometer is 
not rising as yet for prices are again very low. 
But the weekly capacity of the United States 
iron furnacesin blast on March 1 was 110,166 
tons, as compared with 99,042 tons on Feb. 1, an 
increase of 10,924 tons. There were eight more 
furnaces in blast on the former date than on the 
latter. The weekly capacity of the furnaces in 
blast Jan. 1 was 99,087 tons, Oct. 1 73,895 
tons, and May 1 181,551 tons. The increase of, 
say, 45,000 tons per month, as shown by the fig- 
ures for March 1, measures the increase ddemand 
for iron. The stock of iron on hand March 1 was 
854,051 tons, as compared with 851,771 Feb. 1, 
and 838,444 tons Jan. 1. Iron will soon begin 
to rise under the increased consumption, al- 
though at present it is handicapped by too mary 
blast furnaces.”’ 

The New York market opened strong under in- 
fluence of buying for account of yarious cliques 
that have been prominent in last week's trading, 
After first hour the offerings were freer and the 
buying was notlarge enough to absorb them. 
The most noticeable feature today was decline in 
wheat, which was totally unexpected by Wall 
street, and seemed to discourage the traders who 
have been principal. buyers.

REVIVAL OF SECURITY VALUES. 


Large Amount of Stock Out of the Market 
No Striking Advance in Prices. 


New York, March 12.—[{Special. }—Whenever 
any considerable speculative account forthe de- 
cline was left uncovered it received today rough 
handling. This was the case with Missouri Pa- 
cific stock, with National Lead, with Chicago 
Gas, and with several other less conspicuous 
specialties. In the general market there was no 
striking advance and in some quarters a frac- 
tional recession. This was quite normal and 
hardly affected the market’s general tone of 
firmness. One of the most interesting features 
of the recent market is the rapidity with which, 
even while the old short interest is being driven 
out, a new short interest forms of sufficient size 
to cause continued searcity of the most active 
stocks in the borrowing department.

THIS TIME BETWEEN OHICAGO AND

Discovers That High Commissions Paid 
on Northwestern-Union Pacific Tickets 
Gives Scalpers Plenty of Margin for 
Clipping Off $2.50 and Making ® $30 
Rate to the Pacifice#Formal Complaint 
to Chairman Caldwell<Low Kates In- 
crease Gratin Traffic to the East. 

Considerable excitement. was caused in 

Western railroad circles by theannouncement 

that the Santa Fé had decided to. reduce the 

passenger rates between Chicago and Kansas 

City. The discovery was made several days 

ago that the scalpers in this city were selling 

tickets to California points from Chicago 
over the Northwestern and Union ‘Pacific 
roads at $30, a cut of $2.50 from the prevail- 
ing low rates. Having satisfied itself beyond 
a doubt that the scalpers were enabled to cut 
the rates by the high commissions paid thei 
by the Union Pacific and Northwestern it 
came to the conclusion that: it had to do 
something to protect its interests. The trou- 
bles with the Southern Pacific having vir- 

tually been settled the Santa lb’ did 

not care to disturb the situation west 

of the Missouri River, and consequently con- 
cluded that the best way of meeting the 

Northwestern-Union Pacific competition was 

by applying the reduction necessary to equal. 

ize the rates between Chicago and the Mis- 
souri River, and, therefore, reduced the rate 
from Chicago to Missouri River points to $10, 
the rate heretofore being $12.50. Thus by 
adding the $10 rate, Chicago to Missouri 

River, to the $20 rate, Missouri River to Cal- 

ifornia points, a through rate of $30 is 

reached. which is the same as scalpers have 
been making over the Northwestern and Union 

Pacific for several days past. 

The Santa Fé has served notice on Chair- 
man Caldwell apprising him of its action, and 
bringing charges against the Northwestern 
and Union Pacific. Chairman Caldwell has 
requested the Santa Fé to furnish him with 
such evidence or justification as it may desire 
so as to enable him to determine which road 
is responsible for the cut. The Santa Fé is 
understood to have in its possession a large 
number of Northwestern-Union Pacifie tick- 
ets purchased at the $30 rate trom scalpers. 


CUT RATES STIMULATE TRAFFIC, 


Large Increase in East-Bound Shipments 
Last Week. 

Arguments of railroad officials that low 
rates do not stimulate traffic in dull times are 
refuted by the heavy increase in .east-bound 
through shipments since March 1. In De- 
cember last, when a rate of 15 cents per 100 
pounds on grain, Chicago to New York, was 
made, through shipments from Chicago av- 
eraged over 100,000 tons a week, After 
Jan. 1, when the rate had been restored to the 
25-cent basis, total shipments dwindled down 
to about 20,000 tons by all the east-bound 
roads from Chicago. There was no improve- 
ment until two weeks ago when grain rate was 
rediced to a 20-cent basis, and an immediate 
in¢rease in shipments was the result. Dur- 
ing the last week considerable rate-cutting 
was inddiged in, and a rate of 1744 cents, 
and in some instances of 15 cents, was 
made, As a_i result there was a boom 
in east-bound shipments last week, the total 
shipments of flour, grain, and provisions from 
Chicago through to seaboard points by the 
various Central Traffic Association roads be- 
ing ‘70,063 tons, against 49,191 tons for the 
week previous, and 53.089 tons for the cor- 
responding week last year. Had the 25-.ceni 
rate been maintained east-bound through 
shipments would not have been one-fourth of 
the above amount. Under ordinary circum- 
stances shippers would be waiting for the 
opening of navigation, which is close at hand, 
but as it is, shippers find it more profitable 
to ship by rail. 

Flour shipments last week were 8,328 tons. 
against 14,962 tons for the corresponding 
week last year; grain shipments last week 
were 50,765 tons, against 32.551 tons; and 
provisions 10,970 tons, against 5,576" tons. 
The percentages carried by the various roads 
were as follows: Baltimore and Ohio, 11.5: 
Big Four, 5.8; Chicago and Erie, 6.2; Chica- 
go and Grand Trunk, 13.5; Lake Shore, 13; 
Michigan Central, 13.5; Nickel Piate, 12; 
Pan-Handle, 6.2; Fort Wayne, 6.4; Wabash, 
11.9. 


The total shipments of all kinds of freight, 
except live stock, coal, and iron, from Chica- 
go to through and local points in the East by 
the various east-bound roads during the last 
week amounted to 86,955 tons, against 67,- 
940 tons for the week previous and 83.758 
tons for the corresponding week last year. 
The total tonnage carried by the variou

682; Fort Wayne, 6,377; Panhandle, 8,549;

Trouble About a Crossing. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., March 12.—[Special.]— 
The order recently issued by Judge Smith re- 
straining the receiver of the Minneapolis and St. 
Louis railroad company from interfering with 
the Minneapolis and Western road in the con- 
struction of aroad across_its tracks came up 
again this morning before Judge Hicks. The re- 
ceiver wished totake an appeal from Judge 
Smith’s decision and asked the court to fix the 
amount of supersedeas bond and restrain the 
latter road from _ constructing the crossing until 
the matter should be decided by the Supreme 
Court. The whole trouble arises out of the fact 
that asthe roads are now arranged the Minne- 
apolis and St. Louis has a monopoly of all the 
trade that comes tothe C.C. Washburn mill, 
wherethe new road is projected, and the receiver 
and the holders of the trust deeds on the prop- 
erty are anxious naturally tomake the most of 
their opportunities. 


Hatching a New Railroad Deal. 

Norwa.k, O., March 12.—[Special.]—An im- 
portant railroad deal is on, and one of vast im- 
portance to this city and probably the Wheeling 
and Lake Erie road. It has been rumored for 
some time that M. D. Woodford, formerly man- 
ager of the Wheeling, but now President of the 
Cleveland, Lorrain and Wheeling and the Cin- 
cinnati, Hamilton and Dayton railway, was seek- 
ing to again get control of the Wheeling. Today 
a private car of the Cleveland, Lorrain and 
Wheeling road was side-tracked here and the 
two gentiemen who came in it, J. W. Ogden and 
A. B. Larocque, prominent railroad men of New 
York City, have been inspecting the city and 
making many inquiries about the town and the 
Wheeling and Lake Erie road. It is reported 
and these two men are interested in the Cincin- 
nati, Hamilton and Dayton road,

CONSULTING ABOUT BERING SEA. 


Seal Fisheries Discussed by Secretary 

Gresham and Sir Julian Pauncefote. 

Wasuineron, D. C., March 12.—Secretary 
Gresham and Sir Julian Pauncefote, the 
British Ambassador, are having many long 
consultations in the effort to arrange matters 
60 as to give effect to the findings in the 
Bering Sea case. It is believed there will be 
no delay in securing the necessary legislation. 
Further than this, it will be necessary to ne- 
gotiate a treaty between the United States 
and Great Britain to make binding the re- 
sults of the arbitration, and to this end ef- 
forts are now in progress.

LOCHREN LIKELY TO BE SURPRISED. 


Savings That He Intended. 

Wasuineton, D. C., March 12.—[Special.]— 
Pension Commissioner Lochren may not 
make quite so big a saving as he thinks. Un- 
der an opinion of the Attorney-General the 
veterans who were dropped without notice are 
held to be entitled to their pensions for the 
time during which they were kept off the roll. 
A vested right, as determined by the act of 
Congress of last December, is cousidered re- 
troactive, so that the pensioners who were 
dropped, and who were subsequently put back 
on the rolls, having been given thirty days in 
which to furnish proof to rebut the assump- 
tion that their pensions were fraudulent, will 
be entitled ‘to their allowance right along up 
to the time in which the department gives its 
final decision, whether they shall remain on 
the rolisor not. To pey up these suspended 
back pensions will take at least $500,000, and 
possibly $1,000,000. 

All suepensions of pensions:in cases where 
payment has not already been resumed, or 
where the pensioner’s name has not \been 
stricken from the rolls. will be removed by 
an order signed this afternoon by Commis- 
sioner Lochren as follows: 

In accordance with the provisions of the act of 
Congress approved Dee. 21, 1893, you are hereby 
instructed at once to take such steps as may be 
necessary to remove suspension of pensions in all 
cases in which action of resumption of payment 
or dropping from the rolls has not been taken. 

This action. affects the cases of between 
3.000 and 4,000 pensioners. The pension 
agents will be instructed to pay these pen-

TINKERING THE BILL. 


MORE OHANGES IN THE TARIFF 


SCHEDULES ARE NECESSARY. 


Alterations to Be Made, However, Will 
Not Hurt the Trusts=Repnblicans Ob- 
ject to the Favors Shown the Sugar 
Combine—Plan for Five Days’ Hearings 
Voted Down=—Treasury Estimates of 
Revenue—Peffer’s Tariff BilleGallinger 
Offers a Canadian Reciprocity Scheme. 

Wasuineton, D. C., March 12.—[Special. ] 
More changes may be made in the tariff before 
it is reported to the Senate. These will not 
affect the underlying principle of the bill, 
which was to give all that they demanded to 
the whisky, sugar, and white lead trusts, but 
some ofthe incongruities and inconsistencies 
of the schedules will be rémedied. The Re- 


publican members of the comunittee at to-.- 


day's meeting pointed out a number of these 
and asked whether the committee should 
make the necessary changes as a whole or 
whether the majority would do it. ‘ They were 
told that Chairman Voorhees and his Demo- 
cratic associates’ would agree on whatever 
changes were thought desirable and that these 
would then be submitted to the Republican 
members for their information. 

There area great many things on which 
Voorhees and the other Democrats are very 
glad to receive suggestions from Messrs. Al- 
drich and Allison. Part of the time was taken 
up today with the sugar schedule. Senator 
Aldrich pointed out how it had been gradu- 
ated in the interest of the trust, and Senator 
McPherson undertook to show that the trust 
only gets a protection of one-eighth or twelve- 
one hundredths. Inasmuch as the experts 
and the trust magnates themselves have ad- 
mitted that they get from sixteen-one hun- 
dredths to eighteen-one hundredths the New 
Jersey Senator’s efforts to make out that they 
ouly receive twelve-one hundredths are rather 
surprising. Senator Aldrich declared that the 
protection was fully one-fourth of a cent. 

The committee did not get through more 
than half a dozen items in its detailed consid- 
erations of the chemical schedule, and at this 
rate it would be longer in going through the 
bill than was the Democratic subcommittee, 
but an. understandimg will probably be reached 
by which the measure can be reported to the 
Senate within ten days and be taken up per- 
haps ten days later, so that by the Ist of April 
the Senate will probably have the tariff bill 
fairly before it to the exclusion of other du- 
ties. 

Senator Aldrich, on behalf of the Republic- 
an mem bers, stated today that there were rep- 
resentatives of several interests affected by 
the bill now in Washington asking to be heard 
by the committee as to the changes made, 
and mentioned especially a delegation of 
laboring men from Worcester, Mass., inter- 
ested in the manufacture of firearms who, he 
said, regarded the provisions relating to these 
articles injurious to them, and who were very 
desirous of presenting the facts in the case. 
He therefore offered the following: 

Resolved, That five days be set apart to hear 
workingmen, farmers, manufacturers, and all 
other pérsons interested or desiring to be heard 
on the rates suggested in the bill now before the 
committee. 

The resolution was voted down by a strict 
party vote. 


TREASURY ESTIMATES OF REVENUE. 
Comparative Figures Affecting the McKin- 
ley, Wilson, and Senate Tariff Bills. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., March 12.—The Senhkte 
Finance committee was today supplied with a 
tabulated statement prepared by the Treasury 
Department showing in detail the amount of 
revenue which it is estimated will be received 
uhder the Senate bill, if it should become a 
law, also giving the estimates under the Wil- 
son bill and comparing both with the returns 
from the Treasury Department under the 
present law for 1893. The statement also 
gives an estimate of the increase in the 
internal revenue under the Senate bill, which 
is as follows: Income, $30,000,000; spirits, 
$20,000,000 ; cigars, $9,000,000 ; cigarettes, 
$1,500,000; playing cards, $3,000,000. 
Total increase, $63,500,000. - The estimated 
duties of the Senate bill, as compared with 
those of the Wilson bill and the returns under 
the present law, by schedules, are as follows, 
the figures first given showing in each sched- 
ule the returns under the existing law; the 
second, the estimates under the House bill, 
and the third the estimates on the Senate bill:

PEFFER’S PRIVATE TARIFF BILL. 


House, 


He Offers a Measure That Differs Vastly 
from the Senate Patchwork. 

Wasnuineton, D. C., March 12,.—Senator 
Peffer today introduced an independent tar- 
iff bill with the following provisions: 

It reduces the tariff on common brown earth- 
enware to 10 per ceat ad vaiorem, on china to 
80, 35, and 40 percent for the various grades: 
makes hoop iron or stéel free: puts T rails at $10 
per ton: iron or steel wire for fences, etc., 5-10 of 
a cent per pound; other wire, 1-10 of a cent 
per pound; table and other cutlery, 10 
percent ad valorem; firearms, 100 per cent ad 
valorem; spikes, nails, screws, and like articles 
are all largely reduced ; lead ore is to pay a duty 
of licent a pound; tin, lcent per pound: hewn 
or sawed lumber, 5 per cent; sawed boards, etc., 
free, There is no proposed duty on sugar except 
on that hertived from countries which im- 
posé an export bounty, when it is to 
pay a duty equal to the bounty. 
Agricultural products and provisions are 
to be admitted free of duty. The 
duty on spirits and wines is increased from 50 to 
75 cents'a gallon. The duty on unmanufactured 
goods is decreased about half, and t on manv- 
factured articles increased. Binding twine is 
made free, as is also bagging for cotton or grain. 
Laces, ed,ings, étc., are increased to 75 per cent. 
The duty on wool of the first class is to be eight 
cents a pound, while wool of the third class or 
less value than 10 cents a pound is to be admitted 
duty free. Wool of thisclass worth more than 
12 cents to be charged 25 per cent: 
shoddy, 20 cents a pound; woolen yarns, 
10 per cent; woolen cloths of the 
first-class, free ; cheap ready-made clothing, free: 
costly carpets, 50 percent; cheap carpets, free; 
playing cards, $1 a pack; coal, including 
anthracite, free; jewelry, 75 per cent ad valorem : 
printings, 50 percent. The bill also revises the 
internal revenue law. The tax on beer, ale, 

rter, and other fermented liquors is placed at 
$2 per gallon. He amends the income tax in ac- 
cordance with the Populist graduated proposi- 
tion in the House and includes Justices of the 
Supreme Court and other Federal Judges in the 


list to be taxed.

SEVEN SHIPS TO BE COMMISSIONED. 


The Navy Department Finding Difficulty 
in Securing Sailors. 

Wasuineton, D. C., March 12.—Unless the 
present plans of the Navy Department are 
materially changed seven vessels of the navy 
will go into commission during April. These 
are the Raleigh, the Cincinnati, the Columbia, 
the Marblehead, the Montgomery, the Atlan- 
ta, and the Alert. Orders have been issued to 
put the Marblehead, the Columbia, the At- 
lanta, and the Alert in commission April 2. 
It was originally: the intention’ to 
have four more vessels commissioned 
about the same time. These were the Terror, 
the Maine, the Texas, and the Olympia. The 
details of officers for the new vessels are still 
under consideration. It is understood the 
officers of the ill-fated Kearsarge, with the 
exception of Lieut. Brainard, will be ordered 
{6 the Raleigh. The command of this vessel 
may be given to Capt. Henry Glass. Prelim- 
inary orders have been issued to Commander 
W. A. Morgan to command the Alert, and 
Capt. G. W. Sumner will command the 
Columbia. The Martlehead will be com- 
manded by Commander Charles O’ Neill. Who 
will receive the command of the Cincinnati is 
problematical. There are no applications on 
file at the department for the billet. The 
selection will probably be made this week. 
Even with only seven vessels to provide for 
the department is tinding it difficult to secure 
a sufficient number of sailors for them. 
MORTON AGAIN OFFENDS FARMERS, 
“Economy” Practiced in Such a Way as 

to Anger Agriculturists. 

Wasurinaton, D.C., March 12.—Secretary 
Morton, in riding his hobby of anti-paternal- 
ism, has had another fall. The farmers are 
now pitching into the Department of Agri- 
culture because of another “‘reform.”’

The of- 
ticials of the department explained that it had 
been the practice of the department fora 
number of years to send its representatives 
to address important gatherings of agricultur- 
al men, but the Secretary insisted that the de- 
partment was not established for such pur- 
poses. 


STATISTICS ANENT SUGAR BOUNTIES. 


Report Sent to the Senate Showing Pay- 
ments for the Year. 
Wasuineton, D. C., March 12.—Complying 
with a resolution the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury today sent to the Senate a list of licensed 
producers of sugarfrom beets, sorgbum, and 
sugarcane in each Stateand Territory to whom 
bounty has been paid and the amount paid 
to each. The statement shows that the pay- 
ments for the current year up to March 4 
have been as follows: Beet sugar, $610,935; 
sorghurn sugar, $16,926; cane sugar, $2,513,- 
597; maple sugar, $115,597; total, $3,257,- 
655. California leads in the production of 
beet sugar; Kansas and Minnesota are 
the only producers. of sorghum  su- 
gar, and the latter only to a 
very slight extent. Louisiana receives the 
bulk of the bounty paid on cane sugar. The 
only individual or companies which for the 
year 1893 received bounty amounting to 
more than $100,000 on cane sugar are the 
following: Miles Planting and Manufacturiag 
company, $337,806; Leon Godohaux, $300,- 
970; Richard Milliken, $168,588; Caffery 
Sugar Refinery and railroad company, $115,- 
327, all of. Louisiana. Senator Caffery says 
he has no interest in the sugar refining and 
railroad company which bears his name, 


PRIVATE COACHES AT PUBLIC COST. 


Lavish Expenditures on Stylish Rigs for 
Cabinet and Bureau Chiefs. 
WasuHinoton, VD. C., March 12.—[Special. }— 
While appropriations for public improve- 
ments are being cut, emtployés diseharged, 
and clerks’ salaries reduced, the livery estab- 
lishment maintained for the Secretary of the 
Treasury, the Assistant Secretary, and the 
Chief Clerk is still continued at public ex- 
ense, as well as similar conveyances for 
aber members of the Cabinet and bureau 
chiefs, the drivers being borne upon the rolls 
of the department at laborers’ ‘salaries.

MIDWAY’S LARGE CUSTOMS REVENUE. 
The Public Spent $7,000,000 and Kissed a 
Bogus Blarney Stone. 

Wasuineton, D. C., March 12.—[Special.] 
—Muidway Pisisance happenings are treated 
at length in a report made to Collector Clark 
by the Deputy Collector in that section.of the 
Columbian Exposition, Joseph E. Ralph. In 
his summary of the operations on the Midway 
during the World’s Fair he says: ** There were 
consumed in the German Village and Old 
Vienna 5,000 cases of imported wine, 6.000 
kegs beer, and 1,500 cases merchandise, for 
alt of which consumption entry wag made in 
the city, hence the Midway Plaisatice was a 
large source of revenue for the Treasury De- 
partment. Goods received and accepted as 
exhibits in the Midway comprised every 
known variety of merchandise, wild and do- 
mestic animals, antiquities, rugs, jewelry, 
fancy embroideries, bric-A-brac, and works of 
art in statuary and paintings. in addition to 
concessionnaires there were 1,650 foreigners 
who took part in the concessions as natives, 
salesmen, or musiciauvs. It has been estab- 
lished by several of the most important con- 
cessionnaires that $7,000,000 was spent by 
the public in the attractions on Midway. 

Robert Levy was the largest consumer of 
foreign goods; the Irish Industrial Associa- 
tion, of which the Countess of Aberdeen was 
concessioner, was the second largest. To 
some one connected with the Irish village 
should be credited the greatest joke on the 
ci@toms force and the public. At the open- 
ing of the village there was one essential 
thing lacking to make the castle a counterpart 
of the original, and that was the biarney 
stone. The manager took ihto his contidence 
James Riley, a contractor, and requested that 
he produce a blarney stone. Mr. Riley se- 
cured the services of Charlies Thompson, an 
employé of the village, and one dark night 
in June they went to the corner of 
Fifty-seventh street and Portland avenue, 
Chicago, and there dug up a limestone paving 
block. This stone they carried to the village 
and placed itinacase which had been re- 
ceived that day in bond. This case contained 
a model of the Bells of Shandon. Invitations 
were then issued to the representatives of the 
Chicago papers, and Mayor Harrison accept- 
ed the invitation to officiate at the opening of 
the case containing the famous blarney stone. 
Qn the day set aside for the ceremonies 
Mayor Harrison could not be present, but in 
the presence of invited guests Custom In. 
spector E. W. Matlock was sent for. He 
opened the case and found it checked one 
stone over. He properly labeled both model 
and stone and made his returns on the in- 
voice “ one stone over estimated value, $5.”’ 
This stone was then placed. in the walls of the 
castle, where it remained during the remain- 
der of the Fair and was kissed by at least 25,- 
ODO people.a fee of 10 cents each being 
charged.

THE INCOME TAX IN GREAT BRITAIN. 

One of the great arguments advanced by 
the Democrats in favor of an income tax is 
the example of Great Britain. They say that 
such a tax has been collected there for fitty 
years and has produced without’ trouble a 
large revenue. If they’ were more familiar 
with the history and workings of the fax in 
that country it is possible that they might 
see that the British precedent is one which 
ought not to be followed by the United States, 
if for no other reason because of tne radical 
difference in conditions. : 

The tax was first imposed in England at the 
close of the last century as a war measure, as 
it was here in 1861. Immediately after the 
peace of Amiens it was repealed on the 
ground that it should be reserved exciusively 
for the exigencies of- war. War came soon 
afterwards and the income tax was reim posed 
and remained in force during the long Napo- 
leonie wars and until after the battle of Wa- 
terloo and the final peace of 1815, when it 
was done away with. 

Nothing more was heard of it until 1842, 
when it was reimposed by Sir Robert Peel for 
four years in order to cover expected defi- 
ciencies of revenue due to the lowering or re- 
‘peal of customs duties. The adoption by him 
of a free trace policy made its continuance 
‘necessary, and instead of lasting for four 
years it has lasted for half a century. It was 
found to be impossible to get along without 
it. Revenue could no longer be obtained by 
duties on breadstuffs, meat, or manufactures. 
The necessities of the population required the 
importa‘ion of large quantities of foodstuffs, 
which had to be paid for in manufactured 
goods. Todo this necessitated the utmost 
possible cheapening of the cost of production 
of the latter. Any taxes levied on imported 
products which were to be worked - over in 
Engiand and then exported. or on food, would 
raise the cost of labor and materials, and 
hence of the finished products. In that case 
it would be difficult or impossible for British 
manufacturers to undersell their competitors 
in neutral markets. 

Money had to be raised for the support of 
the government. Owing to the influence of 
the owners of - land it was impossible to {tax 
land as it is taxed here. Therefore an income 
tax was an absolute necessity. But it has 
never been popular, and the hope of its repeal 
has often been held out to the people. Mr. 


Forum: 

Its repeal has been promised and anticipated 
by various administrations. Mr. Gladstone said 
in 1858: “I think that some happier Chancel- 
lor of,the Exchequer may achieve this great ac- 
complishment of repealing the income tax and 
that some future poet may be able tosing of 
him— 

‘*** He took the tax away 

And built himself an everlasting name.’ ” 

In the general election of 1874 Mr. Gladstone 
asked that continued administration of the gov- 
ernment be given him on the ground that he con- 
templated an early repeal of the: income tax. 
Circumstances, however, have prevented any 
such action. 

As the tax is looked on as unequal and un- 
just, and is hence unpopular, it is evaded as 
much as possible. Mr. Wells says: 

Among statesmen and economists there is 
hardly any dissent from the opinion that the tax 
is bad in principle, because unequal and unjust 
in its assessment, and incapable of being made 
equal and just; and this, too, although the ad- 
ministration of the revenue laws of Creat Britain 
—owing to the comparatively small area of terri- 
tory subjected to supervision, and the fact that 
the tenure of office on the part of officials is de- 
pendent solely on houesty and intelligence—is 
wonderfully efficient. far more so than can be ex- 
pected under existing conditions in the United 
States. The annual reports of the British Com- 
missioners of the inland Revenue always men- 
tion extensive evasions of the income tax, 
For the year 1864’65 the amount of such 
evasion was estimated to have been equal to 
about one-sixth of the revenue collected under it. 
The demoralizing effects which are inevitably 
produced by the habit of making false returns 
respecting income are regarded by many British 
authorities as far more deplorable than those 
resulting from any inequality contingent on this 
form of taxation, as the transition from a frand 
upon the government to a fraud upon the public 
is comparatively easy. On this point Mr. Glad- 
stone, speaking in 1853, said: “I believe it [an 
income tax] does more than any other tax to de- 
moralize and corrupt, the people”: and Mr. Dis- 
raeli in Parliament expressed his agreement with 
Mr. Gladstone by saying: ‘‘The odious features 
“of this tax cannot by any means be removed or 
modified.” 

It is pleaded by some Democrats that the 
United States needs more revenue to meet 
present and urgent needs, and that there is no 
simpler or quicker way of getting it than by 
an income tax. Mr. Wells points out the 
fallacy of this. He says: 


It admits of demonstration that from the pres- 
ent rate of taxation on distilled spirits and from 
a moderate increase of the taxes on fermented 
liquors and tobacco, such as would not diminish 
consumption or create undue temptations for 
revenué evasions, the Federal Government can 
obtain a revenue sufficient to defray all its ordi- 
nary expenditures, including interest on all its 
debts, and have in addition a large annual! sur- 
plus applicable for other purposes. 


An additional tax of a dollara barrel on 
bver would produce thirty millions of revenue. 
and most of it would come out of the enor- 


Wells says in his article in this month's 
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Democrats are fond of English precedents. 
In Great Britain liquors and tobacco are 
looked on. as indulgences whose use is _ 
or less injurious to the health and which 
should be taxed heavily. If spirits, beer, and 
tobacco were taxed as lightly in Great Britain 
as they are here the finances would be wrecked. 
The United States levies a tax of six cents a 
pound on smoking and manufactured tobacco, 
Great Britain collects 75 cents on every 
pound of unmanufactured tobacco. The tax 
on highwines here is 90 centsa gallon. In 
Great Britain it is $2:50. The duty on beer 
here isa dol'ar a barrel. There it is a dollar 
and a half. If the American internal revenue 
taxes were modeled on the English ones the 
Treasury would be filled to overflowing. 

The Democrats disregard the better English 
method and adopt the Worse oue. They will 
not raise the taxes on tobacco or beer and but 
a trifle on whisky, but they insist onan odious 
income tax, far more productive of perjury 
than of revenue, 


NO BAD IMMIGRANTS WANTED. 

The Bureau of Statistics of the Treasury 
Department reports that in the year ending 
with last June 502,917 immigrants arrived 
in the United States, 80 per cent of whom 
were between the ages of li5and 45. Of 
these newcomers 2,600 belong to the profes- 
sional classes, 47,631 are skilled laborers, 
201,340 are listed uader the heading of ** mis- 
cellaneous occupations.’’ being merchants, 
farmers, common. laborers, servants, etc., 
While 230,512, or nearly one-half of the total 
arrivals, are described as without occupation. 
The Cincinnati 7imes-Star says these figures 
tella story almost startling, and decidedly 
unwelcome to the people of this country. The 
fact that in a year, during the greater part of 
which there was extreme depression in every 
branch of business, half a million immigrants 
were added:to our population, half of whom 
are rated as having no settled occupation 
whatever, and therefore joining at once that 
element of the unemployed from which the 
greatest danger of turbulence and outbreaks 
arises, is alarming. The alarm is intensified 
by the fact that there has been little diminu- 
tion in the flood of undesirable immigrants. 
These people largely go to swell the popula- 
tions of cities, and, as a tule, they become the 
most vicious of the dangerous elements, ow- 
ing to their ignorance of our customs and 
their distorted views of liberty in America. 
The recent riots in West Virginia and else. 
where are object lessons teaching how great 
is this peril. 

The Times-Star says it is high time for Con- 
gress to adopt stringent measures to remedy 
this evil. It should enact a law that will shut 
out aay immigrant who does not come to our 
shores with a certificate from the American 
Consul at the port of departure stating that 
he is a person of. good character and that his 
antecedents show he will become neithera 
public charge nora malcontent. The unlim- 
ited hospitality of this country toward people 
from other lands has extended far enough, 
and it should be about time to look out a lit- 
tle for the welfare of our own family that it 
may tot be ruined by a flood of the most-un- 
desirable people from the countries of Eu- 
rope. 

All this is true, but it may be remembered 
that the immigration of; more than half a 
million people in the last fiscal year practical- 
ly occurred before the panic set in. Undoubt- 
edly many arrived after the panic was heard 
of in Europe, and its effects were known 
among the peasants, Socialists, and lawless 
elements in Europe, But it is fair to presume 
that very few of those who started on the voy- 
age after the panic began would have done so 


had it not been for the fact that all their ar- © 


rangements were made for the change, em- 
ployments given up by some, homes broken 
up by others, and passage money paid by 
large numbers weeks in advance. If they had

Itis probable that the number of Euro- 
peans migrating to the United States in the 
next twelve months will be small in com- 
parison with that reported for any one of the 
last dozen years. The Democratic Wilson 
bill, by cutting down wages and paralyzing 
employment, will make it about as hard to 
gain an honest living in this country as in 
Europe, the long standing difference between 
the two setsof conditions being further re- 
duced by the fact that the effect of the megs- 
ure will be animprovement in Europedn 
manufactures, while ours will be immensely 
damaged.

There are many hundreds of thousands of 
people out of work. There are unwonted pov 
erty and unusual appeals for the assistance of 
the helping hand of charity. Does Mr. Sov: 
ereign really want to know the cause of this 
unhappy state of affairs? If so the informa- 
tion is at his service. 

In the summer and fall of 1892, eighteen 
months ago, this same Sovereign was en 
gaged in electioneering among the see 
Labor against the reélection of President 
Harrison andin “tooting’’ for ‘tariff re- 
form.’’ He went from one labor lodge to 
another repeating like a parrot the phrases 
of the Democratic leaders, telling his hearers. 
who, like himself, had never read the Consti- 
tution, that protection was unconstitutional, 
and informing men whose wages never bad 
been as high that protection robbed them of 
the rewards of their industry.

ROSEBERY’S SESSIONAL PROGRAM, 

Lord Rosebery’s sessional program as set 
forth in the so-called Queen’s speech pre- 
sented to the British Parliament yesterday 1s 
modest but comprehensive. It begins with a 
proposal for electoral reform which includes 
two progressive principles—the abolition of 
plural voting and the simplification of the 
methods of registration. It may also include 
the idea of a general election throughout 
Great Britain and Ireland on the same day. 
The program further proposes an equaliza- 
tion of taxes for London. This means that 
there shall bea heavier impost on realty and 
a lighter one on personal property and im- 
A bill to disestablish the church 
of the minority in Wales is also _promised 
and no doubt will be passed through the 
House of Commons and rejected by the House 
of Lords before the session is over. The 
Irish evicted tenants are not forgotten. A 
bill proposing to restore them to the farms 
from which they were ousted for non-payment 
of impossible rents and other causes will be 
introduced and probably passed in the Com- 
mons. It may not pass the Lords, however. 
Scotland is to have local self-government, 
modified on the plan of the English county 
and par'sh councils bill, and there isto bea 
proposal fur arbitration boards to settle in- 
dustrial! disputes. 

Some of those measures will have to be 
abandoned during the session if the Tories 
and Unionists resort to obstructive tactics to 
the extent they did during the recent regular 
and special sessicns. The Duke of Devon- 
shire already has given notice that he will op- 
pose the new registration bill. As he will 
have the support of four-fifths of his brother 
peers in this opposition there is little chance 
for the bill to be passed in any form.( The 
Bishops will oppose disestablishment in Wales, 
and the Irish landlords will fight the evicted 
tenants bill. Indeed, it is likely that most of 
the ministerial measures of this session will 
be ended or badly mended in the Lords. 

The budget will also give rise to much dis- 
cussion and strife. Sir William Harcourt as 
Chancellor of the Exchequer will propose the 
imposition of new taxes. These will include 
an increased land tax and increased death 
duties. The privileged classes will fight 
against these new imposts in the Commons 
and in the Lords, Rosebery has an ambitious 
program, but he will have to fight hard to 
carry itthrough. That he witli fail at firs* 
there is no doubt, but he may succeed 
eventually. 

In his speech at the Libera) meeting yester- 
day Lord Rosebery enunciated his policy in 
no uncertain manner. ‘* There will be no 
change of measures, and although there has 
been a disastrous change of men they are all 
pledged to the same policy. The same meas- 
ures remain, as they are, the progtam of the 
Liberal party, and it is not intended to recede 
from any one of them.’’ This means that the 
policy of Mr. Gladstone, including Irish 
home rulg, “to which we are bound by ties 
of honor and affection,” will be carried out 
vigorously and without delay. It means also 
that he heartily indorses the Gladstonian 
warning to the House of Lords if it continues 
its policy of obstruction 
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provements,

The item of greatest cur- 
rent interest, however, is ex-Queen Lil’s 
throne, ‘‘a massive looking piece of furni- 
ture, profusely gilded and surmounted by a 
crown,’ It is well known that this useless 
piece of lumber was stored in tne same cellar 
“and it is equally well known what desperate 
efforts Grover Cleveland, Secretary Gresham, 
and Minister Willis made to get it out of the 
cellar and get Lil into it again. In spite of 
their efforts, however, the throne has been 
carted away from Honoiulu andis now on 
exhibition at the California Midwinter Fair. 


| It is to be hoped the provisional government

THERE are three election contests now in 
progress in Great Britain which will test the 
popular sentiment of the British people con- 
cerning the new Rosebery government. One 
is in Wales, one in Scotland, and one in Saxon 
England. The elevation of Stuart Rendel, Mr. 
Gladstone’s friend, to the peerage has created 
a vacancy in Montgomeryshire and the Tories 
are trying to fill it. The Liberals carried it 
in 1886 and in 1892 by about 800 majority 
and will probably carry itagain. There is a 
vacancy in Berwickshire, Scotland, owing to 
the succession of the Liberal whip, Majori- 
banks, to the peerage on the death of his 
father, Baron Tweedmouth. Mr. Bailfour’s 
relative is trying to capture the seat for the 
Tories and the Liberals have put forward 
Home Secretary Asquith’s prospective broth- 
er-in-law and private secretary, H. J. Ten- 
nant. The Liberal majority for Majoribanks, 
who was quite popular, was 700, and this is 
likely to be cut down. But perhaps the best 
test of all will be in Essex, where a vacancy 
has occurred through the death of a Tory 
member who was elected by a majority of 
about 1,200. The deceased Tory was a local 
landiord and an old member, and held his seat 
in 1892 through his local and territorial in- 
fluence. The Liberals ought to reduce the 
{ majority here greatly or win the seat. If they 
accomplish the latter feat it will have the ef- 
fect of greatly strengthening the Rosebery 
administration. 
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Tue strange case of ex-State Treasurer 
Hemingway of Mississippi, who has now 
been four years in the penitentiary upon the 
charge of embezzling several hundred thou- 
sand dollars, is a genuine romance of crime.

The picture 
of a life cursed by its own extravagances, with 
every detail of its black traits laid bare, is not 
pleasant to look upon, yet so exact is Mr. Mans- 
field’s impersonation, so fully does he realize the 
direful results of excess and extPavagance in the 
tottering paralytic roué he depicts that it fas- 
cinates in spite of its almost repulsive aspect.

side, it is almost as if death itself 
had invaded the | scene. Mr. Mansfield’s 
portrayals of the half dozen widely differing ec- 
centric roles, each a triumph in itself, establish 
his high position in the art of the stage today 
and point toa future in which he will know few 
rivals. Mr. Mansfield’s company remains exactly 
the same, Miss Cameron leading the support in 
the role of Rosa Guerin, which she performed 
with natural vivacity. spirit, and grace. The 
audience was large and enthusiastic ‘to an un- 
usual degree.

PROF. FISKE DELIVERS THE FIRST op 
HIS LEOTURES. 


Draws a Good Picture of the Old Domip. 
ion During the Seventeenth Centurye 
Pure English Blood of the Early Se. 
tlers~=Tobacco’s Value and the Part It 
Played in Elevating the Tone of Imm}. 
grants=Introduction of Slavery and the

Prof. Fiske, the historian, delivered the firg¢ 
lecture of his South Side course yesterday 
afternoon at the residence of Mrs. James H. 
Walker, No. 1720 Prairie avenue. The topic 
of this lecture was ‘* Virginia in the Seven. 
teenth Century.”’ On the subject of early 
American history Prof. Fiske is a recognized 
authority, and has written many books on the 
subject. Yesterday’s lecture had a peculiar 
intérest from the fact that the lecturer is at 
present engaged in securing data for a book 
on Old Virginia. He has been engaged on 
this work for some time, and has spent a sea. 
son in London coilecting material, and he 
has found much in the Boston and Harvard 
University libraries. 

The same lecture will be repeated this aft, 
ernoon at the residence of Mrs, Potteg 
Palmer, which is the first of the North Side 
course. Wednesday Prof. Fiske will deliver 
his second lecture at the residence of Mrs, 
Walker, the subject of which is “The Lord 
Proprietors and Their Domains.”

Virginia’s Pure English Blood, 

In substance Prof. Fiske’s lecture was as fol. 
lows: 

‘*From the beginning the whole population 
of Virginia was almost entirely English, and 
such it seems to have remained. A few 
‘Huguenots came over from France towards 
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these were followed in a few years by a con. 
siderable number of Scotch Presbyterians 
from the north of Ireland. Some Germans, 
too, came in from Pennsylvania. But in tide. 
water Virginia all the foreign elements taken 
together can hardly have amounted to 2 per 
cent of the white population, and in no 
. produced any appreciable effect upon the 
character of the colony, which was thoroughly 
oe in blood as well as in manners and 
aws. 
‘*For economical reasons the beginning of 


emigration. The black death and other epi- 
demics had kept down the population of Eu 
turies, but during the Tudor period the pop. 
ulation had increased rapidly until at the 
death of Elizabeth it mumbered nearly 
5,000,000. Under the circumstances then 
existing pauperism increased rapidly until* at 
the beginning of the seventeenth century 
there were many men in England disheart- 
ened by poverty and demoralized by idieness., 
They saw in emigration their last chance of 
salvation. 

‘* The first colonists, who came over with 
Smith, were for the most part idle adventur- 
ers, drawn to America in the belief.that great 
wealth could be obtained without labor. 
Soon it became apparent that solid wealth 
was to be obtained for tobacco plantations, 
and a different class of people began to come 
in. They were generally the younger sons 
of noble and powerful families. On the death 
of Charles I., Berkley and Lee declared allegi- 
ance to his son, and invited the fugitive royal- 
ists to come to Virgmia. More t 
300 came toward the end of 1649, 
picked men and women of 
excellent sort. 
and Lee renewed their allegiance to Charles 
Il. The Honse of Burgesses nevertheless 
acknowledged obedience to Richard Crom- 
well. In recognition of its loyalty Charles al- 
lowed Virginia to quarter its arms with those 
of England, France, Scotland, and Ireland, 
with the thotto: ‘En dat Virginia quintam.’

. Introduction of Slavery, 

“The culture of tobacco early demanded a 
cheap labor and in 1619 the tirst negro slaves 
were brought into the cclony. Convieted 
criminals were also sent over in large num- 
ber from the mother country until serious 
objections were raised by the colonists. The 
great planters, the small planters, the negro 
slaves, and the half servile, half outlawed 
‘white trash’ may thus be regardedas con- 
stituting four classes of society in the Vir- 
ginia colony. One marked result of the de- 
votion to tobacco culture was the absence of 
town life. In 1765 the largest town was Nor- 
folk, with about 7,000 inhabitants, 

**'The current money of Virginia was tobac- 
co. The prices of all articles of merchan- 
dise were qaoted in pounds of tobacco, In 
tobacco all taxes were assessed and all wages 
and salaries paid. The returns from tobacco 
culture were in many instances immense, but 
it fluctuated from year to year, and because 
of this no one could tell what would be the 
purchasing power of his salary for the next 
year. * This state of things led to wild extrav- 
agance in living, chronic debt, relieved by 
frequent bankruptcy. The style of living 
was extremely generous, and often splen- 
did. The houses were spacious and solidly 
built, somet mes of brick or stone, but more 
oftea of wood. The dress of the men and 
women was rich and costly, and London 
fashions were closely followed. Silver plate, 
elegant china, and choice wines were com- 
monly to be found at these great manor 
houses, and the stables were stocked with 
horses of the finest breed. The long distances 
between t@e plantations made it impossible to 
estabiish such a system of common schools 4s 
flourished in New England. In 1692 James 
B.air, a Scotch clergyman, established Will- 
iain and Mary College, the second in age 
among American universities. 

“The parson in Old Virginia belonged to 
the class of fox-hunting, wine-bibbing par- 
soas. The general tone of the English Church 
was very low. This condition afforded an ex- 
cei.ent field of labors for Baptist and Presby- 
terian preachers, and to such good purpos@ 
did they work that by the time of the Revolu- 
tion two-thirds of the people in the colony 
were Dissenters.

** Bacon’s rebellion in 1676 is the one event 
that breaks the monotony of Virginian his- 
tory down to the time of the French wat. 
Thisrebeliion was a consequence of the op 
pression wrought in the coiony by the mis 
govermment of Charies II. and at the hand of 
Sir iiliam Berkeley. ihe tyranny 
of Berkeley and the suppression 
of Bacon’s rebellion may be regarded as 
in some respects analogous to the :yranny of 
Andros in New England.

J. Balfour, the Conservative leader, paid a 
graceful tribute to Mr. Gladstone, saying 
every member owed Gladstone a debt of grat- 
itude for having maintained, through great 
parliamentary and social changes, a high 
Standard of public life, 
complained that there was no mention in the 
Queen’s speech of the questions relating to 
Eastern Asia, Siam, Matabeleland, and 
Uganda, and, referring to the promised rein- 
statement of the evicted tenants, the speaker 
warned the government that the Conserva- 
tives would oppose any proposal to give per- 
sons who for political purposes had defied the 
law a portion of the public funds. Any 
such measure, Mr. Balfour concluded, would 
be a menace to the future quietude of Ireland 
and would put a premium on agitation. 

Sir Wiliam Vernon Harcourt; the Liberal 
leader, opened his reply to Mr. Balfour with 
a giowing eulogy of Mr. Gladstone, dwelling 
upon the great Joss which the House had sus- 
tained, and in so doing took occasion to deny 
that any discord existed in‘ the Cabinet in re- 
gard to African questions. 

Sir William said he was glad Mr. Balfour 
admitted the present tranquility of Ireland, 
although he refused to admit that it was due 
to the government's policy, The government 
intended to adhere to the bills it had promised, 
and if they were not passed this year they 
would be passed in 1895. The government 
would appeal to the country when it had 
placed the whoie Liberal policy before it, and 
when it had placed the country in position to 
judge of the conduct of Conservatives, Com- 
mons and Lords, respecting the government's 
plans, [Cheers and counter-cheers. | 

Home Rule Is Coming. 


The government came into office upon a 
distinct statement of the whole of. its policy, 
and while the majority of the House approved 
the plans the government would do all in its 
power tocarry them through the House of 
Commons. The country would ultimately 
judge of the conduct of the House of Lords in 
regard to proposed measures, and he believed 
that hore rule would not suffer because it 
was hung up. Homerule was coming. [Cheers 
and cries of **Q, O,”’ and “*When?’] To the 
question Sir William replied, ‘* That does not 
depend upon me alone.”’ [Cheers. ] 

In continuation, Sir William said he was 
sure the opposition would do its best to frus- 
trate home rule. He concluded with the an- 
nouncement that there would be no Easter 
recess, and that the government prceposed an 
early discussion of the finances of India. 

John E. Redmond, leader of the Parnelite 
party, announced his intention of moving an 
amendinent to the address in reply to the 
Queen’s speech, esking the government to re- 
consider the question of granting amnesty to 
political prisoners. 

Timothy Harrington, M. P. for Dublin, 
thought Sir William Harcourt’s reference to 
home rule was disappointing in the extreme. 
He noticed a distinct change in the Liberal 
policy in Sir William’s declarations and 
warned the government that it would bea 
dangerous experiment to abandon home rule. 
The government must not suppose be- 
cause Ireland appeared td. be  peace- 
ful now’ on the promise of home 
rule this spirit of content would  con- 
tinue if the policy of hanging up home rule 
was pursued. He was surprised that after the 
Liberals’ recent declarations the coercion act 
had not been repealed. Sir William Har- 
court's speech indicated that the home rule 
bill would not be renewed until the strife be- 
tween the House of Commons and the House 


of Lords had been fought out at every point. 


Sir William Harcourt here interposed with 
the remark that Mr. Harrington had misun- 
derstood his remarks. 

Mr. Harrington resumed by saying that 
they wanted the declaration of the govern- 
ment that home ruie would be reintroduced. 
It the government intended to delude the 
Irish people by inducing their representatives 
to codéperate with the governmeat until English 
measures were carried, he would tell them that 
far from cementing a union of hearts they 
would earn more hatred for the Liberals than 
ever before. 

Amendment to the Address Rejected. 


Howard Vincent moved an amendment to 
the address calling attention to the depression 
in trade, husbandry, and immigration. 

Mr. Mundelia, President of the Board of 
Trade, in the course of the debate said he 
thought the less they interfered with trade the 
better. Husbandry, he said, was depressed 
everywhere. The British workman was much 
better off than the American workman. The 
industrial depression was less felt here than 
on the continent. The aliens arriving have 
not been paupers. On the contrary they 
have introduced new industries to benefit the 
country. In France and America the number 
of aliens is far greater than in England. 

Mr. Gardner, President of the ' Board of 
Agriculture, supported the views of Mr. Mun- 
della. 

Mr. Vincent’s amendment was rejected by a 
vote of 102 to 8b. 

Adjourned.

NO HOME RULE BILL THIS SESSION, 


Lord SalisburysExplains Why It Is Omitted 
from the Throne Speech, 

Lonpon, March 12:—The House of Lords 
at 4:15 p. m. resumed consideration of pub- 
lic business. Baron Swansea moved the ad- 
dress in reply to the speech from the throne. 

Lord Salisbury, after eulogizing Mr. Glad- 
stoue, said he had no doubt the House would 
tind Lord Rosebery to be a zealous defender 
of the legis ative privileges. of the House of 
Lords. Lord Salisbury dweit upon the omis- 
sion from the program of any reference to 
international legislation, and especially 
marked the absence of the home rule ques- 
tion. That, he said, was an issue of the high- 
est importance and ought not to have been 
laid aside for other subjects. 

Lord Rosebery said the governmert did not 
desire to evade or shirk the question of home 
rule for Ireland, but explained that it had not 
been mentioned in the Queen’s speech b®- 
cause it would not be introduced’ during this 
session. ‘** Lord Salisbury,’’ the Premier 
said, ‘‘ wants to appeal to the country. We 
are not afraid to appeal to the country when 
we think the time is ripe, but we shall 
never concede to this hereditary, assembly 
the right to forcea dissolution.”’ Referring 
to Ireland the Premier said the present satis- 
factory condition was due to remedial meas- 
ures and the promise of home rule. Of 
course, the decision rested upon England, but 
he believed the conversion of Engiand to 
home rule would not be a difficult task ‘when 
the Irish people showed by their conduct that 
In conclusion Lord 
Rosebery said Ireland would never be con- 
tented until it had obtained home rule. 

The House then adjourned.

Neither Will ) Its Details, but the 
Peculiar Service at St. Ignatius’ Church 
Is Known to Have Caused the Bishop 
to Omit It from the List of Those He 
Will Visit for Confirmation=— similar 
Difficulty in ChicagomGeneral News 
from New York, 

New York, March 12.—[Special.]—Bishop 
Potter and the Rev. Arthur Ritchie, the rector 
of St. Ignatius’ Church, in West Fortieth 
street, are not disposed to discuss their diff- 
erence over low and high church Episcopali- 
anism. Father Ritchie, as his -parishioners 
call him, when seen tod&y suid he did not care 
to talabout Bishop Potter’s action in hav- 
ing omitted the Parish of St. Ignattus from 
the list of those he will this year visit to ad- 
minister the rite of confirmation. Bishop 
Potter declined to make any statement. It is 
said the principal cause of the Bishop's dis- 
pleasure is the celebration of a solemn mass 
Sunday morning which excludes communi- 
cants. 

The services yesterday at St. Ignatius’ 
Church were conducted as usual.) There were 
five masses, and four were set apart for com- 
inunicants, The ** solemn mass” occurs at 
Ll o'clock, It is this to which the Bishop ob- 
jects. Recitation of the ten commandments 
is omitted, and the ** Kyrie Eleison’”’ is substi- 
tuted in the way it occurs in the communion 
servicé in the prayer-book of Edward VI., 
which was translated and adopted in 1549. 
All invitations to the people to join in the 
communion as well as the prayer of the 
congregation after communion are omitted in 
this service. Only the celebrant participates. 
If it is' what is technically pronounced a 
**solemn’’ mass the deacon and subdeacon 
ulso take part. There is a service even more 
‘*‘advanced’’ thah ‘the solemn mass. It oc- 
curs every afternoon jat 4:30 o'clock and is 
called the'** Adoration.’’ It 1s said this serv- 
ice does not occur in any other church in the 
world outside of the Catholic faith. Itdiffers 
little from the service known in the Roman 
Catholic Church as the benediction of the 
blessed sacrament. The hymns used in the 
services are those which have been always 
associated with the worship of the sacrament 
in the Latin Church. 

Under the rules of the church the Bishoo of 
the diocese is required to visit each priest for 
the purpose of celebrating the rite of con- 
tirmation once in three years, but it has grown 
to be a custom todosoevery year. Last year 
the Bishop did not visit St. | Ignatius’, but 
coupled it with St. Mary the Virgin and the 
candidates for confirmation of the two 
churches were confirmed together. This caused 
sume comment at the time. The church 
announcements include four masses Sundays 
and two more,week days. The confessionals 
are Saturdays at certain specified hours. ‘The 
services announced for Easter include seveh 
musses, and six of these are for communicants. 
This is probably as many asthe largest Ro- 
man Catholic church in New .York will give. 
So many :nasses are celebrated in order that 
nobody may be deprived ‘of the opportunity 
to take the cammunion because of the exclu- 
sion of the people at the later service. The 
Rev. Arthur Ritchie succeeded the Rev. Ferdi- 
nand Ewer as rector of St. Ignatius. He came 
here from Chicage. 

{Arthur C, Gehr of the Church of the Ascension 
said yesterday: ‘Father itchie’s pastorate 
here extended from 1874 to 1883. Hecame to 
us from Baltimore, but otr church was his first 
charge, For tbe last three years Bishop Me. 
Laren refused to visit the church to confirm his 
classes and compelled him to send them to other 
churches. His offenses, in the Bishop's eyes, all 
related to the celebration of the Lord's supper. In 
*he first place. he often partook of the elements 
himself withont inviting the congregation to do 
: In the second place, at the 11 o'clock serv- 
ice, when he knew no one would commune, he 
omitted the prayer of humble access and invita- 
tion, which he foresaw would be useless and 
unmeaning. In the third place, when 
the communion was over he would 
reserve what was left of the consecrated 
bread and wine for the use of the sick and dy- 
ing, though the rubric says, ‘If any of the bread 
and wine remain after the communion it shail 
not be carried out of the church, but the minis- 
ter and other communicants shall, immediately 
after the blessing, reverently eat and drink the 
same. ; : : 

Father Ritchie did not leave Chicago on ac- 
count of Bishop McLaren’s course toward him, 
but because he was unable to borrow money for 
the completion of his new church edifice and 
therefore feit that his usefulness here was at an 
end. His differences witn the Bishop would 
probably have blown over, as the Bishop has had 
a change of heart since those days. Father Lar- 
rabee, Father Ritchie's successor does exactly 
as Father Ritchie did, and the Bishop never 
makes any trouble about it.’’]

LOOKS LIKE A DYNAMITE PLOT, 


Man Arrested in Harlem with Bombs and 
Cartridges Fully Loaded. 

New York, March 12.—Three rieces of iron 
pipe, capped and primed and charged with 
high explosives, were found in a parcel car- 
ried by John Kelly of No. 583 Grand street, 
who was arrested while prowling with an- 
man in front of Filorist ' Am- 
man’s gardens in Harlem, at 3 o'clock 
this morning. Besides the gaspipe bom ba, 
which are about eighteen inches long, there 
were ‘nine paper cartridges in the parcel, 
Each of. the cartridges contained enough 
dynamite to blow down an ordinary house, 

Kelly says that he was hired by a man at 
Grand street ferry to carry the bundie to the 
neighborhood in which he was arrested. His 
companion, he asserts, was also hired at the 
same time and he dec!ares that both this com- 
panion andthe man who hired them are 
strangers to him. 

After looking at the bombs the expert de- 
elared they were fully charged and that there 
was suflicient dynamite in them to blowupa 
block of houses. He said the fuses had been 
arranged so that when they were ignited it 
would take them about six minutes to have 
reached the dynamite. 

On making this discovery Inspector Conlin 
ordered the dynamite taken out of the sta jion 
to an excdvation ina vacant lot on the opposite 
side of the street and set the expert to work to 
draw the charges from the bombs. The police 
believe a piot 1s on foot. This section of the city 
contains rows of tall apartment houses occu- 
pied by wealthy citizens, and in the immedi- 
ate vicinity millions of dollars are invested in 
buildings.

GENERAL NEWS FROM NEW YORK. 
Project to Boycott the Importation of Dec- 
orative Building Material. 

New York, March 12.—[{Special.]|—There may 
be a combinéd strike of ‘building trades 
workmen and employers against the customers 
of the latter. Much discontent has been caused 
among the men in these trades by the action of 
several rich men in having the decorative work 
ou their homes done in Europeand sent over here 
in finished form ready to set up. This action on 
the part of these millionaires has been the 
chief topic of discussion in the central labor or- 
ganizations to which these workmen are at- 
tached and it has been decided to appeal to the 
employers to codperate with them in putting a 
stop to this practice. A circular was sent out to- 
dhy stating that all trades affiliated with the 
(Central Labor Union, the Board of Delegates, 
and the building trades section will, on and after 
June 1, 1894, refuse to handle any imported 
decorative or other building material, and will 
take any steps necessary to protect the interests 

affected by these methods.

Wasuinoton, D. C., March 12.—Referring 
to a dispatch concerning recent anticipations 
of crop reports from the Agricultural Depart- 
ment having a bearing on the stock market 
Secretary Morton said this evening. It was 
not considered possible the information was 
being filched from the department. The re- 
port is signed by the Secretary at exactly 4 
o'clock the 10th of each month. These re- 
ports are made up by a.large number 
of statisticians, and the report is not actually 
put together or completed until a few mip- 
utes before it is taken to the Secretary to be 
signed.

department they are able to approximate the 
report about to be made by Secretary 
Morton.

EVANSTONIANS OPPOSE A WEDDING 
WITH OHIOAGO, 


Big Anti-Annexation Meeting by the Busi- 
ness-Men’s AssociationPresident Rog- 
ers of the University Vigorously Op- 
poses the SchemeGeorge S. Baker and 
Others Also Speak—Mayor Mann’s Sen- 
sational Story About a Brewery Agent 
The Election Set for April 7. 


The campaign in Evanston against annexa- 
tion to Chicago was formally opened last 
evening by a mass-meeting at the rooms of 
the Business-Men’s Association, which were 
crowded. The meeting was called to order by 
George S. Baker, who said the question of an- 
nexation was now upon the citizens of Evans. 
ton and they must face it. Arguments of 
the most fallacious nature had been 
brought forward; seeming facts had been 
stated that were really falsehoods. He said 
that the people who favored annexation 
usually did so because they had been de- 
ceived. Asa specimen Ald. O'Neil bad stated 
that property in Evanston he valued at 
$1,700 paid the same taxes as his property 
in Chicago he valued at $85,000. Mr. 
O’Neil’s property in Evanston was worth 
twice what he had stated and his taxes there 
not half what he had claimed. 

W. H. Bartlett, President of the league. was 
then summoned to the chair and called upon 
President Henry Wade Rogers of Northwest- 
erfi University. Dr. Rogers suid: 

Were this an ordinary question or election I 
would not be here tonight, but I consider it a 
question of the greatest importance. But Jeam 
not here to represent the university. It takes no 
sides on questions of politics or in municipal af- 
fairs. I speak for myself alone. Certain reasons 
led me ayearor so ago to favor aanexation to 
Chicago. Sentiment has something to do with 
it, for it ie something to feel that you are a citi- 
zeu of a great city. Sentiment has much to do 
with the projected Greater New York. If all 
other things were equal, I should prefer to live in 
the City of Chicago. But the argument of argu- 
ments is that we cannot keep the saloon 
ont. The present ordinance would _ re- 
main, but I fear it would be a 
dead letter. The volice would not endeavor to 
enforce it. There would have to be a citizens’ 
league and we should have to be forever on the 
alert. According to my mind there would be no 
possibility of fighting the saloons if we loose our 
municipal existence. Thenit might affect our 
school interests, demoralize our police force, and 
give usa City Council of saloonkeapers. I be- 
lieve the question will be overwhelmingly de- 
feated. 

James Hibben then read the ‘report from 
the Campaign committee, which strongly op- 
posed annexation. 

Mayor Mann said that annexation meant 
that the library, the city hall, the city water 
system would all goto Chicago. He thought 
there was danger of the citizens being too 
confident and going to sleep. He told of an 
agent from the Ernest Bros.’ Brewing com- 
pany who had been in Evanston but a few 
days before to buy property for the location 
of a saloon, and had tried to buy some be- 
longing to the university that was near the 
city hall. They had done this because they 
had felt that annexation was bound to carry. 
He had strong reasons to belueve the annexa- 
tionists wouid poll a large vote. Other speak- 
ers were Frank Grover, Peter Miller, Judge 
Murphy, ex-Congressman E. S. Taylor, D. H. 
Lam berson, and James Raymond. 

Judge Scaies has set April 17 as the date 
upon which there will be a popular vote in 
Evanston on the question of annexation with 
Chicago. ‘This was done in answer to a pe- 
tition headed by F.S, Peabody and Ald. P. 
E. O'Neil, and containing 357 signatures. 
Now that the matter has been brought toa 
focus the anti-annexationists are out in force 
tg oppose the idea of becoming a part of Chi- 
cago. The opposition to the measure has ex- 
cellent backiig. A majority of the promi- 
nent citizens are strongly opposed, and the 
Town Central comngittee, which has over 200 
members, is arrayed against the forces of 
Ald. O'Neil. The cry of the annexation side 
is ** lower taxation.”’ The opposite side claims 
that annexation will bringin the saloon ele- 
ment, which so far is very much in the mi- 
nority in the town. Few who oppose annexa- 
tion are Democrats, while few favoring it are 


Republicans. i 

A:d. O'Neil says: ‘In the first place taxes 
would be greatly decreased. Here in Evans- 
ton we pay nearly three times as much as they 
do in Chicago, and there is no probability of 
its growing less. Owning property here is too 
expensive. Annexation is bound to come 
sooner-or later. and we might as well have it 
right away. We have inadequate fire and 
police protection, and that is something to 
think of. By joining in with Chicago the 
poorer residents would be greatly benefited.”’ 

F.S. Peabody, who, with Ald. O'Neil, 1s 
heading the annexation party, favors the 
measure because Evanston would lose noth- 
ing but would gain a great deal. ‘* Those op- 
posed to us are making the saloon question a 
railying cry. Weshould have no mote saloons 
after annexation than we have now. Our 
present city ordinances would not be set aside 
by joining Chicago, because by the annexa- 
tion contract all ordinances can be annulled 
only by a two-thirds vote uf the State Legis- 
lature.”’ 

Dr. O. H. Mann, Mayor of Evanston, vig- 
orously opposes the measure. He wants to 
bury the question of anuexation forever. ‘If 
we are annexed to Chicago we shall only have 
to help bear the burdens of that great munici- 
pality in addition to our own. are pros- 
perous: Chicago is deeply in debt; why 
should we be annexed? We should probably 
have to pay even higher taxes than we do 
now. The politics of our little city is ciean 
and we want to keep it so, Annexation won t 
do that.” ] | 

W. C. Hoag, cashier of the State Bank, who 
was formerly in favor of annexation, Is now 
opposed to it. **The only thing we should 
gain by annexation would be the saloons, and 
that we don’t want.”’ 

John A. Childs, ex-Postmaster, answers the 
point of increased police protection which 
Ald. O’Neil advances by saying: ‘** We should 
need all the police protection we could get by 
becoming a part of Chicago.” 

Dr. R. D. Sheppard, the Treasurer of the 
Northwestern University, is opposed to the 
idea. ** We want Evanston just as it is. At 
present weare free from ward politics and 
saloons, and we want to remain so.” 

The clergymen residing in Evanston, irre- 
spect.ve of creed, are opposed to the joining 
with Chicago.’ The saloon idea is the one 
they fear most of all, and, not being sure that 
annexation would lower taxation. they are ar- 
rayed solidly against Ald. O’Neil’s measure, 
The principals of the school§ and the teachers 
are arrayed against the measure also.

Franklin Remington, 


Maurice Grau Says the Preduction Means 
$8,000 Expenditure—Mlle, Calve Talks. 
Maurice Grau, third in the management of 

the grand opera, was asked yesterday, ** What 

does it cost to give ‘ Faust’?”’ He replied: 

* The cost depends on how much of the 
plant is provided by the house. The Audito- 
rium provides the scenery, costumes, and 
orchestra in conside.ation of its share of the 
receipts. In that case it costs the opera com- 
pany proper about $8,000 to produce * Faust.’ 
The soloists alone will .require $4,000 for 
their work. Then there are sixty people in 
the chorus, eighteen in the ballet, LOO supers, 
and enough others on the stage to makea 
total of nearly 500 people. That should ac- 
count for the other $4,000. 

“Of the operas we give ‘ L’Africaine,’ 
‘Semiramide,’ aud ‘Tannhduser’ are as 
expensive as ‘Faust.’ I should say that the 
most expensive of operas would be * Aida.’ 
We present no opera that costs less than 
$5,000, with the scenery, costumes, and or- 
chestra furnished. Someof the soloists get 
a percentage of the net receipts in addition to 
their salaries. It will be seen that it costs us 
about $44,000 per week for seven operas.”’ 

Mile. Calvéand Sig. Bevignani, the assistant 
conductor, arrived at 2 p. m, yesterday over 
the Lake Shore road. Mile. Calvé began to 
sing as soon as she took possession of her 
apartments at the Auditorium yesterday aft- 
ernoou. lt was a Spanish song and she found 
it difficult to stop long enough to talk. In 
the matter of English the répertoire of this 
great exponent of ‘**Carmen”’ consists of 
three sentences: ‘*Comein,”’ ** How do you 
do?’ *I love you.’’ Beyond that, however, 
there extends a limitless expanse of voluble 
French.

NO HOPE FOR INSU RGENTS’ CAUSE, 


The United States Fleet Will Soon Be Or- 
dered Away from Rio. i 

Wasuincton, D. C., March 12.—[Special.] 
—Official information was received this even- 
ing of the collapse of the Brazilian insurgent 
cause. There were two cable dispatches from 
Minister Thompson to Secretary Gresham. 
The first stated that Admiral da Gama had 
offered to surrender. The second was fuller 
and explained that Da Gama with his follow- 
ers had sought refuge on rd a Portuguese 
man-of-war and had sought amnesty for him- 
self and his people from President Peixoto, 
which the latter had not at the time of the 
dispatch acceded to and apparentfy did not 
intend to grant. Minister Thompson's dis- 
patch was from Rio Janeiro. 

The President and Secretary Herbert were 
at'once inforrred of the news. The interests 
of the United States have been amply pro- 
tected from the beginning of the inwrrection,. 
and.there is no danger of further complica- 
tions. The Secretary of the Navy intimated 
that in view of the collapse of the. insurrec- 
tion it would now be possible to disperse the 
fleet which was stationed in Rio Harbor 
months ago, and orders will probably be sent 
to Admiral Benham tomorrow. It will bea 
great relief to have the vessels sailing north 
at this season when there is so much danger 
of yellow-fever in the harbor at Rio. Since 
the decided stand taken by Admiral Benham 
several weeks ago there has been no interfer- 
ence on the part of the insurgents with Amer- 
ican commerce. 

In official circles here it is foreseen that if 
Da Gama has taken refuge on board a 
Portuguese vessel there may be some compli- 
cations. Portugal is one of the countries that 
has favored the insurrection in the hope that 
the monarchy might be reéstablished. 
Peixoto’s government has a full right to re- 
fuse amnesty and demand the surrender of 
Da Gama and his followers. Possibly this 
country may be called on for its friendly of- 
tices in restoring peace, but the most it could 
do would be to indicate its desire for the 
complete restoration of good will. 

The failure of the insurrection has been for 
months looked upon as inevitable. The ac- 
cession of Da Gama to the ranks of the in- 
surgents was a great gain to their cause. He 
superseded Admiral Mello. Yet even he couid 
not make the bottied-up revolt of the navy a 
success in face of the energetic measures 
of Peixoto’s government. Since the recent 
election, when Peixoto’s successor was chosen, 
there has been no ihoral force back of the 
revolt. It has been further weakened by Da 
Gama’s physical condition. He was badly 
wounded in one of the engagements and ‘ his 
recovery was thought to be doubtful. It is 
possible that President Peixoto will now give 
way to Sefior Marales, the newly-elected 
President, though his term does not really 
begin till next November. 

Minister Mendonca when seen this evening 
admitted that he had received news of the 
surrender, but was unwilling to give out any 
information concerning the exact terms of 
Da Gama’s offer of surrender, orto discuss 
the probabie action of the Brazilian Govern- 
ment. He said, however, that he had no 
doubt final settlement had been made by the 
time he was speaking, or would certainly be 
made tomorrow. 

Notice of the intention of the Brazilian fleet 
to begin an active attack on the insurgent 
fleet had been given Sunday noon to neutral 
forces in the harbor. This notice was given 
forty-eight hours before the firing was to be- 
gin. According to this arrangement firmg’ 
could not begin until Tuesday noon. Da 
Gama’s offer of surrender was made, there- 
fore, fully twenty-four hours before an attack 
was to be expected, The offer of surrender, 
in fact, followed the first actual show of deter- 
mined force on the part of the Brazilian Gov- 
ernment.

ELLAURI REFUSES TO BE PRESIDENT. 


He Declines the Office of Chief Executive 
of Uruguay. 

Mowrevipzo, March 12.—Dr. Ellauri has 
been elected by Congress President of Uru- 
guay in succession to Dr. Horrera Ober, 
whose term of office expired March1. The 
vote in Congress was so close and the situa- 
tion became so critical that violence was 
feared. Today Sehor Gomensorro annvuunced 
that he withdrew from the contest and Dr. 
Ellauri was subsequently elected by a decisive 
vote. Dr. Ellauri declines to accept the of- 
fice. 


PRQPOSAL TO COIN MUCH SILVER. 


Increased Demand for the White Metal in 
Germany=Treaty Going Through. 

Bertin, March 12.—Chancellor von Ca- 
privi today submitted to the Bundesrath a 
proposal for the coinage of 11,000,000 marks 
in five-mark pieces, 7,000,000 marks in two- 
mark pieces, and 4,000,000 marks in one- 
mark pieces. The proposition. was made as a 
result of the increased demand for such coins 
and from the fact that the silver coinage has 
fallen 22,000,000 marks below the author- 
ized limit.

BOOKMAKING MACHINE AT WORK. 


New Gambling Device That Is Being 
Pashed as a Drawing Card. 

Owing to the lack of patronage in the gam- 
bling-houses on account: of the high price of 
chips a new device has been brought into use 
in the hope it may prove a drawing card. It 
is a “‘ bookmaking machine,”’ a wheel two feet 
in diameter, delicately puised at an angle of 
forty-five degrees, so as to revolve 
easily.

BIRTH STATISTICS IN CHICAGO, 


County Clerk Wulff Completes His Table 
for 1893. 

During 1893 there were in Chicago 24,806 
births. according to County Clerk Wulff’s re- 
port. Of these 11.315 were boys, and 6,725 
were the first born. January heads ‘the list 
with 2,288, while May ranks last with 1,87. 
The report shows that 124 of the fathers were 
under 20 years of age and sixty-three‘were 
over 55 years old. Of the mothers seventeen 
were under 15 years old and forty had passed 
45 years. The nationality of the fathers, as 
scheduled, is: German, :6,602; American, 
5,439; Scandinavian, 2,947; Irish, 1,429; 
Polish, 1,510; and so on down to the Bel- 
gians, who number 34. Among the mothers 
were 6,522 Americans, 6,156 Germans, 
3,007 Scandinavians, 1,522 Poles, and 1,368 
Irish. The other nationalities are scattering. 
Three groups of triplets are among the num- 
ber of births, which also include 244 pairs 
of twins. There were 2,954 still births. The 
report for Cook County, exclusive of Chicago, 
shows 1,009 births, of which 481 were girls.

CLAMOR FOR REFORM. 


REAL ESTATE BOARD DISOUSSES SPE- 
OIAL ASSESSMENTS. 


Abuses of the System Are Taken Note of 
at a Dinner at the Hotel Richelieu and 
Remedies suggested=John H. Hamline, 
Ex-Ald, Vierling, and George Birkhoff 
Make Addresses=Real Estate. Men 
Held to Blame for Much of the Ills 
Complained Of. 


At its seventeenth informal dinner last 
night members of the Chicago Real Estate 
hoard discussed this subject: 

The flagrant abuses of the special assessment 
system—can they be done away with? 

John H. Hamline, ex-Ald. Vierling, and 
George Birkhoff were the principal speakers. 
They all argued from the standpoint that 
great reforms should be made in the system 
now practiced of ordering new improvements 
and levying special taxation upon property- 
owners for the payment thereof without giv- 
ing them a chance to be heard. Mr. Birkhoff 
asserted that nany people received their first 
knowledge of a new improvement through 
the notice sent out to them that they had been 
specially assessed. 

The dinner was served at 6 o’clock in the 
big blue tinted banquet hall of the Richelieu 
Hotel. Plates were laid for sixty-five persons.

Wentworth Avenue Sewer Case. 


Louis A. Seeberger was Chairman. As the 
cigars were being passed around he announced 
the subject of the evening and introduced 
John H. Hamline as the first speaker. He 
spoke of the special assessment system as one 
of the attorneys who attacked the Wentworth 
avenue sewer project. He gave a detailed ac- 
count of the passage of that ordinance 
and the various steps connected with 
its passage and reviewed in detail 
the many suits growing out of 
the assessment and the many questions of law 
involved in them. He said that in the sparse- 
ly settled annexed sections of the city the 
burden of building a sewer would be thrown 
upon a large area of country under the plea 
of a main sewer, This *was the case of the 
Wentworth sewer. That did not benefit the 
greater portion of the territory it was ex- 
pected to drain, but the territory was made a 
large one in order to reduce as much as pos- 
sible the expense to those who were benefi- 
ciaries under it, 

Mr. Hamline said the real estate men were 
uften the ones to be censured for securing the 
passage of these special assessment ordi- 
nances that put|the many to an expense for 
the benefit of the few. Real estate men were 
interested in booming outlying districts and 
appreciated the benefit that flowed from sew- 
ers and boulevards and did not scruple to 
push the necessary schernes through the City 
Council. — It was no trouble to get 
the names of people to a_ petition 
for the improvement wanted, but. the 
most interested parties never knew of such in- 
tentions until informed through the assess- 
ment notice. He advocated a change in the 
special assesstnent system that would require 
the consent of a majority of the property- 
owners affected, to be taken by a method that 
was undoubted. Inthe assessment of dam- 
ages and costs he advocated the appointment 
of a commission from the Real Estate Board, 
which should also determine the extent of 
territory that would be benefited by the im- 
provements contemplated, 

Enormous Amount Involved, 

The next speaker, ex-Ald. Vierling, in part 
said : 

With all that has been said on this subject few 
of us realize the enormous amount collected an- 
nually for special assessments. In looking over 
the figures of the Department of Public Works [ 
find th#t we spent $14,500,000 in 1893. nearly 
#$9,.000,000 the year before, and $7,000,000 in 
1891. These figures seem large, but they include 
the annexed territory. Up to this time, from 
1861, the old city had expended upwards of 
$40,000,000, and what have we to show for our 
$70,000,000 expended? Next to nothing. 

When elected to the City Council Il introduced 
a resolution fixing the rule that no order for an 
assessment could be presented to the Council 
unless upon request of a majority of the prop- 
erty-owners of the property to be improved. 
This resolution met with much favor with the 
then Mayor, De Witt C. Cregier, who had been 
Commissioner of the Board of Public Works for 
years. The night it was introduced, which was 
soon after annexation, almost every Alder- 
man from the annexed wards , pounced 
upon it, claiming that it would 
take away their rights, and some 
going so far as to say that if they could not in- 
troduce numerous orders for assessmefits they 
would lose prestige with their constituents. 
To my certain knowledge an Alderman of one of 
the outside wards introduced forty-six ordi- 
nances within three months at different meet- 
ings; he had forty-three of them repealed, there- 
by entailing an expense on the Special Assess- 
ment Department of at least $1,000 for spread- 
ing his name on the records. 

Another Alderman introduced two orders fo? 
ordinances within six weeks to pave a certain 
street, the first order being for cedar blocks and 
the second for granite, there already being an 
assessment made and paid for for cedar biocks, 
and contract about to be let, it having been ad- 
yertised the required time and bids received. 
My attention has also been called many a 
time by the Special Assessment Department 
to orders for pavements upon streets in which 
there were no water, sewer, or gas pipes, and as 
the department was powerless to disobey orders 
from the Council, had to prepare ordinances, 
which would be returned to the Council and 
passed in omnibus style. Then the taxpayer 
would have to pay the said assessment, being 
without pavement and his money from two to 
five years. 

I think the present system of assessments is 
adequate, if one safeguard could be thrown 
around it, and that is that the Council would 
pass a general ordinance making it requisite to 
obtain the consent of at least a majority of the 
abutting property-owners; then if upon request 
they ask it repealed the cost of having made 
said assessment should be taxed upon their 
property, and thecity be the gainer by at least 
$20,000 per annum. 

George Birkhoff was called upon to make a 
few remarks and responded briefly. Among 
other things he, in a general way, declared 
that the real estate men should from this 
time on fight special assessment in every 
manner and on all occasions, and go into 
the courts if necessary. He referred to 
the manner in which Aldermen get orders 
through the Council for new sewers, new side- 
walks, and new street paving, and said the 
law ought to be changed so as to make it 
necessary for all improvement orders to be 
referred for examination and investigation to 
a proper committee of the Council. 

(ne or two others made a few remarks in- 
dorsing everything these speakers said. 


CONSULTING ON GAS TRUST PROSECUTION 


Preparing for the Extra-Judicial- Proceed- 
ings at Springfield. 

Attorney-General Moloney will arrive in 
the city this morning. Col. John S. Cooper 
will have a conference with him regarding 
the hearing granted both sides by the Attor- 
ney-General in the matter of Col. Cooper’s 
petition for a quo warranto information 
against the gas companies.’ Thé hearing is 
fixed for Thursday next at Springfield. The 
fuilure of the gas companies to deposit with 
the Attorney-General the original agreements 
with the Philadelphia Trust, Insurance and 
Safe Deposit company, as stipulated by him, 
has caused the attorneys representing the 
complainant to express hesitancy to attend 
the extra-judicial proceedings. This, how- 
ever. will probably be settled today.

“Senator Bashford’s Deposition Taken 
as an Adverse Witness=More Witnesses 
Identify De France af Kalamazoo as 
the Swindier ForresteGeneral News 
from the Northwest. 

Mapison, Wis., March 12.—[Special.]—In 
the roster trial today the deposition of Sena- 
tor R. M. Bashford as an adverse witness was 
read, the direct, cross, and redirect examina. 
tion of Plaintiff George Dow completed, and 


Mr. George Raymer pleced on the stand as a 


witness for the prosecution. On account of 
the absence of Attorney Luse at the opening 
of court this morning the reading of Senator 
Bashford’s affidavit was substituted for the 
continuation of the examination of George 
Dow. Attorney Jeffris proceeded to read se. 
lections from the deposition and counsel for 
the defense objected. The court held that the 
plaintiffs had the right to offer only such 
parts of the deposition as they wished. Mr. 
Jeffris then went on reading those significant 
portions of the document wh@e Senator 
Bashford admits he told Private Secretary 


MR. JEFFRIS READS FROM THE DOCUMENTS. 


Clark that the award of the roster contract to 
the Madison Times would cause a public 
scandal and subject the Governor to severe 
criticism. Other points in the deposition 
brought out were the same as published when 
the deposition was taken. 


A recess was taken till 2 o’clock, at which 


hour plaintiff George Dow was called to the 
witness chair and his direct examination, be- 
gun last Saturday, was resumed. Mr. Dow 
told of the meeting between McFail, Tracy, 
Private Secretary Clark, and himself, where 
Ciark told them the contract had been can- 
celed the same forenoon. Clark told them 
the Governor was solicitous as to the welfare 
of those who had put money into the contract 
and that he had told him he would see that 
they got their money back. 

Mr. Dow told of a visit to Senator Bash- 
ford’s law office after the contract had been 
canceled, when he said: “Senator, is the 
great and giorious State of Wisconsin gomg 
to rob us of our money?’ Bashford replied: 
‘What do you mean?’ Dow said: * You 
know well enough what I mean,” stating that 
he knew they had advanced money on the 
roster contract and that it was then canceled. 
Mr. Bashford then replied: ‘* The whole 
thing looks like a conspiracy from the top 
down to rob our clients and our friends, and 
looks as though I am one of the conspira- 
tors. 

Mr. Dow also told of the meeting at the 
Stoughton State Bank, where Assistant Attor- 
ney-Genera! Clancey said any fool of a lawyer 
ought to know better than give an opinion 
such as Senator Bashford gave them. Clancey 
promised to go to Madison and see that money 
was raised to fix the thing up. He was will- 
ing to pay $500 toward it himself. Mr. Dow 
added that Mr. Claricey said if he had given 
them such an opinion as Bashford had he 
would go down in his pocket and pay $1,000 
himself. Attorney Luse moved to utrike out 
this reference to Mr. Bashford’s opinion, but 
the court said it might stand as part of the 
conversation. 

The manner in which $10,000 of the 
State’s money was secured for the Dows’ bunk 
at Stoughton in order to hush complaining 
talk about their loss was also related. The 
testimony also brought out the fact that At- 
torney-General O'Connor once promised to 
see that the plaintiffs got their money back.

IT SECEDES FROM THE PRESBYTERY. 


Members of First German Church at Du- 
buque Form a New Orcanization. 

Dusuqug, Ia., March 12.—[Special.]— 
From ail indications the First German Pres- 
byterian Church of this city has forever sev- 
ered its relations with the Dubuque Presby- 
tery. Ata meeting which was attended by an 
overwhelming majority of the members it 
was resolved to secede anda establish an inde- 
pendent church. This church will be Presby- 
terian as to doctrine on the Heidelberg and 
Westminster confessions, but entirely inde- 
pendent astochurch government. The mem- 
bers will surrender the church property, 
valued at $12,000, to the minority 
and incorporate under the State 
laws as an independent religious body. 
The seceders charge the presvytery with 
tyranny in refusing to recognize ministers 
called by them, including the Rev. Stark of 
Waukon, the Rev. Lemme of Sherrills Mound, 
and the Rev. Huendling of Brede. The call 
to the Rev. Schnette of Independence was 
made by only six members. The new church 
will organize at once and select a minister. 
The members w'll include some of the 
wealthiest Germansin the city. The presby- 
tery will meet here tomorrow. 


SEEK TO INSURE AGAINST MARRIAGE, 
Rejected Chicago Incorporators Take Their 
Case to the Courts. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., March 12.—[Special.]— 
A petition was filed in the Sangamon Circuit 
Court today on behalf of F.#«M. Charlton, S. 
Oppenheimer, and David H. Stapp cf Chi- 
cago asking fora mandamus to compel Sec- 
retary of State Hinrichsen to issue to them a 
certificate of incorporation for their proposed 
National Endowment Association. The ob- 
ject of this association is set forth to be to 
furnish a marriage endowment to members, 
to issue and sell certificates to marriageable 
persons, both male ard female, and to 
impose certuin stipulated liabilities there- 
on respecting the holders which will 
entitle them within one year from 
their marriage to the amount. called 
for in his or her certificate. They show that 
the Secretary of State refused to issue the 
necessary license for the incorporation of the 
concern and ask the court to command 
himn to’appear and show cause why the license 
should not be issued. The writ was issued 
and ordered returnable March 20. Secretary 
Hinrichsen refused to incorporate the con- 
cero on the ground that its objects and meth- 
ods were contrary to public policy. 


BOYS NEARLY HANG A PLAYMATE, 


Neighbors Arrive in Time to Save His 
Life at Minneapolis. 

Minyeapouis, Minn., March 12.—{Special. | 
—Two young boys in South Minneapolis nar- 
rowly escaped hanging a playmate named 
Johnson, 9 years old. They were playing in 
a barn, and for fun proceeded to hang up 
Johnson. The boys did not know how to get 
him down again.

miles east of here, entered a closet this morn- 
ing, carrying with her a can of kercsene. 
Locking the door on the inside, she poured 
the oil over her clothes and on the woodwork, 
then she set fire to her dress.

CoLtumbus, 0., March 12.—[Special.}—The 
Board of Ohio Penitentiary Managers is 
wrought up over the report that the Govern- 
ment of the United States contemplates the 
building of a prison in the South for govern- 
ment prisoners for the reason that all such 
convicts now sent to the Ohio penitentiary suf- 
fer from the rigors of the climate, The board, 
while agreeing that in many cases prisoners 
have suffered from lung trouble, wants the 
old practice preserved because it is profitable 
to the State. There are at present 128 South- 
ern prisoners atthe pen divided among the 
States as follows: Georgia, 48; Arkansas, 22; 
Florida, 16; South Carolina, 11; Kentucky, 
8; Tennessee, 9; Alabama, 6; Texas, 4; 
North Carolina, 3; Mississippi, 1. These 
prisonert are nearly all long-termers and by 
far the most profitable of any in the prison. 
The Department of Justice at. Washington is 
under contract to pay the management of the 
Columbus pen 25 centsa day for the sus- 
tenance of eachof them. Fully half the num- 
ber are employed by the State at work requir- 
ing skilled labor, and the remainder, who 
work on contracts, command high wages be- 
cause they are long-termers and more val- 
uable than the majority of Ohio convicts: 
Last year the prison management made a 
clear profit of $24,890 on United States 
prisoners, which materially heipedto keep 
the institution out of debt. 


. SMOKE FROM PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


It Brings Out a Strong Protest to the 
County Commissioners. 

There has been a great deal of complaint 
about the volumes of smoke belched forth by 
the Cook County Hospital and Presbyterian 
Hospital. These complaints were finally 
formulated in a direct appeal to the Smoxe 
Inspector, signed by Mrs. John Spry, Presi- 
dent of a West Side ladies’ society. Mr. 
Adams, the new Smoke Iuspector, wrote to 
the County commissioners, saying that they 
must take this matter up at once, as it was 
palpably unfair that public institutions should 
violate the law against smoke nuisances when 
private concerns were compelled to observe 
it or pay a fine if they did not. The Commis- 
sioners have not yet replied or taken any 
action. Meanwhile, the objectionable chim- 
neys go on spreading soot and discomfort 
over the neighborhood. 


TO CUT RATES FROM LOS ANGELES EAST, 


The Atchison Discovers That the Union 
Pacific Is Giving Rebates. 

Los ANGELEs, Cal., March 12.—The rail- 
road war assumed anew aspect today. The 
Atchison people discovered that the Union 
Pacific is cutting rates through the brokers, 
and that a Union Pacific representative isalso 
offering a rebate of $2.50 on a ticket. Pas- 
senger Agent Thompson of the Atchison to- 
day announced that his road will make direct 
over its counters the same rates as are ob- 
tamed from the Union Pacifie or any other 
route to St. Louis, Kansas City, St. Joseph, 
Atchison, Leavenworth, Columbus, and Chi- 
cago. Notice will be forwarded at once to 
the Inter-State Commerce Commission. 


DEATH OF JUDGE HORATIO M, VANDEVER 


Prominent Citizen of Central Lllinois Dies 
at Taylorville,
